He will 
participate in the formal opening of 
the Panama Canal by passing through 
on the bridge of the world-famous 
old battleship Oregon, as leader of 
the long line of fighting craft of all 
nations, and then proceeding north- 
ward, enter the Golden Gate at the 
head of this immense armada and 
attend the Panama-Pacific Exposition 
at San Francisco. A stop will be 
made at San Diego, Cal., to do honor 
to the Panama-California Exposition, 
in progress at that place in connec- 
tion with the canal celebration. 

This announcement was made to- 
day by Secretary Daniela, who has 
been working a long time to bring 
this notable programme about. 
Originally, the President was to go 
from Washington to Hampton Roads 
to greet the commanders of the in- 
ternational fleet as they arrived and 
to cipate in the ceremonies at- 
the departure of the 


date. 

The President, however, has deter- 
mined to do full honor to beth ex 
pesitions if possible by making his 
advent upon the scene at the head of 
an armada the like of which the 
world has never been. Also, he will 
redeem his long-standing promise to 
Col. George W. Goethals by not 
visiting, but formally opening the 
Panama . In his passage 
through that waterway on the bat- 
tleship Oregon,, he will stand shoul- 
der to shoulder with Rear-Admira! 
les E. Clarke, retired, who cap- 
ironcied in her famous 


ing South America. * On board will 
also be most of President Wilson's 
Cabinet. 

The President, according to the 
present programme, many details of 
which remain to be worked out, will 
leave Washington for Hampton 
Roads, accompanied by his official 
family on the yacht Mayflower on 
March 5, 1915. 

The international fleet will have 
been gathering in the roads since 
January 1, but the President feels 
obliged to defer his own departure 
until the date mentioned because of 
his desire to remain in Washington 
until the session of Congress closes. 
So far, nine of the maritime coun- 
tries have signified their intention to 
take part in the great naval parade 
through the canal, and it is certain 
there will be other participants an- 
nounced before the end of the year. 
The countries that already have ac- 
cepted are, the Argentine Republic, 
Cuba, France, Germany, Great Brit- 
ain, Italy, Japan, Portugal and Rus- 
sia. 


The entire Atlantic fleet of the 
American navy will form the nucleus 
around which the internationa! nava! 
forces will gather. The officers and 
men of the fleet will be the nation’s 
guests and will make excursions from 
Hampton Roads to the capital and to 
nearby eastern cities while arrange. 
ments are being made for the ico 
cruise from Chesapeake Bay to the 
Golden Gate. 

After the ceremonies at Hampton 
Roads are over, the Presiden: wij} 
take up his quartere on the super. 
which will 
be at that time the most formidable 
vessel in the world. Then the start 
will be made for Colon, with the New 
York leading. The ships wil! form 
a column many miles in length, for 
it is estimated that there will be be- 
tween eighty and 100 ships in the 
procession. Most of these will be 
the most modern type and there wij} 
be no room for laggards or weaklings 
because it is the intention that the 
fieet shall proceed at full cruising 
speed of about fourteen knots, 
Arriving at Colon within a wee x. 
there will be a delay of @ couple of 
days while arrangements are being 
made to pass the vesels through the 
canal. This will be done with at 
ceremony, the line being headed by 
the ancient launch Loulee, the gift of 
the American government to the gov- 
ernment of France. The Oregon is 
to follow with the Presidential party, 
including Admiral Clark, the Cabinet.

only other known spring in the world, 
at Bourboule, France, contains one 
sizty-seventh of a grain to the gallon.

POLICE JUDGE 
ASKS INDEMNITY. 


INSURANCE ADJUSTORS REFUSE 
TO ALLOW CLAIMS NOT 
COVERING WORK. 


(LOCAL 

PONOMA, June 12.—Police Judge 
John A. Gallup, who was knocked 
down and seriously injured bs an au- 
tomobile a while ago, as he was 
crossing Second street, and who has 
been making strenuous efforts to col- 
lect indemnity accident insurance 
which he claims is dué him under 
the terms of the employers’ lability 
insurance carried by this city in ac- 
cordance with the recent State pro- 
visions, has just learned that it will 
be about two months before the State 
Railroad Commission, to which body 
he carried his grievance, will aed 


upon the matter. 

The city pays annually hundreds 
of dollars in premiums to the State | 
indemnity insurance department, to 
protect its employees against acci- 
dent, and when Judge Gallup put in 
his claim for damages, it was 
promptly denied by the State expert 
adjusters on the grounds that he was 
not at his desk in the City Hall when 
the accident occurred. Judge Gal- 
lup claims that he was performing a 
part of his official duties when he 
was struck by the motor car and 
therefore believes that he is entitled 
to compensation. 

Since the denial of Judge Gallup's 
claim by the Insurance adjusters, the 
City Councilmen and other City Hal! 
employees are wondering what their 
State insurance policies amount to, 
if they are only insured against ac- 
cident when sitting quietly in their 
office chairs at their desks tn the 
City Hall.

BEACON-STREET OBJECTION.

this plan objectionable. ; 

This communication is based on the 
movement proposing to widen Beacon 
street from Seventh street to Crescent 
avenue, San Pedro, and using such 
portion as a boulevard to reach the 
outer harbor. 

The pgpposed boulevard would also 
nec the widening of Front 

from Fourth street to the 
San Pedro City Hall. The City 
Engineer says that this portion 
of the proposed Beacon-street boule- 
vard is in part within the lines of the 
boulevard along the Southern Pacific 
Railroad tracks, as contemplated hy 
the Boar’ of Harbor Commissioners, 
and for which condemnation proceed- 
ings are now pending. He believes it 
would complicate matters to start 
other proceedings.

“In my opinion the boulevard to 
the Outer Harbor ahould be as direct 
as possibile, and the jog from Front 
street to Beacon street at the City 
Hall would be objectionable. In addi. 
tion, the exact location of the road- 
way and grades of the boulevard con- 
templated by the Board of Harbor 
Commissioners have not yet been fully 
decided upon.”

The returns in money are unequal, and by 
our monetary standard the railroad butid- 
er is generally considered to be the more 
successful and the happier man. He is not; 
it is an error to believe that because he has 


several! millicn dollars that he is happier 


than the artist with a few hundred. The 
man who enjoys his work the most is the: 
happiest. 

But the temple of Mammon is cluttered 
with votaries. Men and women seem to 
think that unless they get into some form 
of activity that makes big money for them 
there is no chance of being happy. How 
many ultra rich men are happy? Some. 
But the people who really find life worth 
living are those who get joy from their 
work doing things. Wants grow with jux- 
ury, and the rich often siffer acutely from 
worries that only money can buy. It is 
cultivation of the joy of work and help- 
fulness, not the joy of making or spending 
money, that would bring relief to the social 
disorders of this nation. 


ANDS OF RAILROAD EMPLOYEES. 

Uniess a compromise is effected, or 
railroad employees shall take counsel of 
their common sense, 55,000 locomotive engi- 
neers and firemen will vote shortly as to 
whether they will engage in a general 
strike unless their demands are granted. 

The wages now paid these men amounts 
to about $67,750,000 per annum. They de- 
mand an increase of $33,000,000 per annum, 
or about 50 per cent. They demand an in- 
crease in the number of arbitrary allow- 
ances reducing the number of hours of 
work after which overtime would be paid 
by 50 per cent. in passenger service and 20 
per cent. in freight.and other service, in- 
creasing the rate for overtime 100 per cent. 
in passenger service and 50 per cent. in 
freight and other service, and in addition 
advancing substantially the rate per hun- 
dred miles for all service, as well as re- 
quiring the employment of a large addi- 
tional force and an addition to the pay rolls 
of the railroads represented of more than 
$23,000,000 per annum. 

The railroad employeés knew that it 
would be impracticable to reduce the ac- 
tual day, in train service. to eight hours. 
To do so it would be necessary to shorten 
practically all railroad divisions. to re- 
locate yards and shops and largely to re 
construct the railways at a prohibitive cost. 
They knew that the only effect of changing

At the second capture of Vera Cruz the 
United States Navy promptly and gallantly 
captured, among other harbor property, 
two tugs. Because of the general insig- 
nificance of the prize, the sailors with the 
aptitude of the rank and file of the army 
and the men behind the guns christened 
them the “Piffie” and the “Grape. Juice.” 
Snooping around in his gum shoes to note 
what the sailors do in off hours, what 
newspapers they read, and with what man- 
ner of books they improve or degrade their 
minds, the Secrétary of the Navy, whose 
duty it is to attend to such things, over- 
heard the use of these undignified names. 

The official skies were overcast with 
black clouds of disapproval, and the orders 
fulminated from headquarters commanding 
the instant discontinuance of ,these nanrés. 
The use of them constitutes “lese majeste.” 

This is not the first instance. of lese 

in the navy of the United States, 
but f think it is the first time official no- 
tice has been taken of it. Admiral Robley 
Evans was never known to keel-haul a 
sailor who had been overheard to speak of 
him as “Fighting Bob.” It has even been 
thought that he rather liked the title, else 
he had not so commanded ship and fleet 
as to earn it. Among the generals who 
went down into Mexico some sixty years 
ago for the purpose of “licking” somebody 
rather than turning alternate cheeks for 
insolent buffetings, were two who were 
designated by the conquerors of Molino del 
Rey, Churubusco and Mexico City as “Old 
Fuss and Feathers” and “Rough and 
Ready.” Yet there were no arrests. 

A man’s nickname is a truer title than 
the one given him at his christening by 
his idolatrous mother. The smiling baby 
in her arms she may name “George Wash- 
ington” at the sacred font if she will, but 
In spite of his name he may grow up to 
be the worst liar in the precinct. Or, she 
may name him “Ananias” and so train him 
that when he grows up if he says he was 
the author of the gospel accredited to St. 
John, people will believe him. A name 
doesn’t prove anything. But a nickname 
does. It proves that the man ecarned it. 
If, im the presence of a mighty, thunder- 
ing fleet of battleships an entire navy calis 
two little two-horse-power tugs and an 
equal number of Secretaries “Piffie” and 
“Grape Juice” the inference is very strong 
that the names for the tugs had been sug- 
gested by a similarity of tonnage by the 
Secretaries. 

If, indeed, those undignified nicknames 


| refer to the Secretaries. I! haven't said 


that they do. The Secretary of the Navy 
seems to think they do. Somebody must 
have told him. Or he may have overheard 
the sailors talking at some length. 
However, what a foolish thing it is for a 
man occupying a position so prominent in 
‘he eyes of the nation as the Secretary of 


the Navy to pay any attention, beyond a_ 


good-natured laugh, to a saflor’s fun. Didn't 
the administration like the publicity given 
such a joke by the sailors? It has called 
into the service of the navy and the army 
and the civilian population of the country, 
the Associated Press and tts million tongues 
to spread the jest far and wide, into cifcles 
where it had never otherwise penetrated. 
For one, I, a newspaper man and a news 
paper reader, had never heard of these new 
names for the Mexican tugs until Secretary 
Daniels issued his order forbidding their 
use. Straightway another man began to 
use them for the firat time. And I will 
never use any other names for them. Not 
shat I desire to entertain disrespectful 
thoughts concerning gentlemen of aDil- 
ity, refinement, dignity; gentlemen worthy 
of national respect, but because | do not 
know the other names of the craft, and 
because the saflors’ names seem to fit so 
happily as applied to these captive tugs, 
which at one time formed the defense of 
the harbor of Vera Cruz, and an important 
part of the Mexican fleet. 

When a man, even a Secretary, begins to 
take official care of his dignity. he is say- 
ing good-by to it. What he has of it. When 
an administration permits a creature like 
Huerta to kick it in the face as often as 
opportunity offers, and makes the oppor- 
tunity when none presents itself, when it 
permits him to spread the national fag in 
the dust of the street that it more easily 
spit upon the Stars, it makes a vain and 
belated attempt at official dignity if it 
“double tuts” the men behind the guns for 
the use of a phrase which reflects disre- 
spect upon their excellencies, the Secre 
taries. 


Oh, smile, Mr. Secretary, smile! Every- 
body else does. Let the sailors talk “sailor” 
if they want te.

Don't require Jack 
to submit his little joke to the official hu- 
morist of the department before trying it 
on his messmates. A man may triumphant- 
ly pass the civil service examination for 
a schoolmaster’s appointment as head of 
the Navy Department and have no more 
sense of humor than a cow. If the heads 


of departments don’t want the rank and. 


file to cry “piffle” as they gv down the 
line, let them quit “pifiing.” the 
easiest way to reform that form of disre- 
spect. U. 8S. Grant, in his autobiography, 


.tells how, on a certain campaign when the 


men were very hungry because the supply 
trains were cut off, the soldiers saluted the 
general as he rode down the column with 
sarcastic shouts of “Hard tack! Hard tack!” 
Now, Secretary Daniels would have issued 
orders from Washington, a very safe place, 
forbidding the use of such languace by the 
private soldiers. And the soldiers would 
have shouted it louder, and added worse 
language to it. But Grant smiled, reined in 
his horse long enough to assure the men 
they should have full rations in a few days, 
and rode away amid thundering cheers. And 
they got their rations. Nobody ever named 
anything “Pifle” for U. 8. Grant. 


But then, Lincoln didn't have such a lady- 
like administration as we have now. Nobody 
ever thought of renaming the Hartford or 
the Kearsarge, or the Cincinnati, or the 
Monitor—“The Piffie.”

“Conway has met innumernle 
t men and women of the world. 

e calied to mind numerous past 
Presidents who had visited there. In 
the early days he was friendly with 
John Muir. who was then working in 
the sawmill of J. M. Hutchins at the 
foot of Yosemite Falis* Prof. Whit- 
ney, well-known geologist, after whom 
Mt. Whitney was named, and numer- 
ous others. While developing the 
trails over which so many have. trav- 
eled since, Conway would always ¢0 
home to his little ranch at the edge 
of the big trees. He frequently had 
to walk the entire distance of thirty- 
six milés, starting at @ o'clock on Sat- 
urday morning and arriving home late 
that night. On Sunday rnoon he 
would start back and arrive in time 
to go to work on Monday morning. 

“Others than Clark had probably 
seen the Mariposa Grove, but paid no 
attention to it. Among these may 
have been Gen. Fremont, whose camp 
was located at the foot of Mt. Bul- 
lion, just a few miles distant. Re- 
mains of several camps, probably be- 
longing to the ‘48ers, were @ie#o found 
at the trees. Conway in all his years 
has never carried a weapon other 
than a pocket knife.” 

Another interesting visitor in Yo- 
semite during the sojourn of the local 
artist was Francois Emile Matthes, 
government geologist, whose surveys 
of Yosemite National Park, Giacier. 
Rainier and Grand Canyon National 
Parks have placed him eminently In 
the ranks of his profession. He has 
just returned to Yosemite to definitely 
and for all time determine the exact 
nature of formation of the valley. “It 
was probably formed by stream ecro- 
sion and weather conditions, he told 
me,” said Mr. Wineman, “and not by

BURGLAR SUSPECT TELES TALE 
OF THIRTY “JOBS.” 


Louis Vincent, alias Joe Castro, one 
of the Casa Verdugo burglars, yes- 
terday broke down in the County Jail, 
where he has been confined for six 
days, and made 4 startling confes- 
sion involvi several ex-convicts in 
thirty or more safe-blowing jobs and 
robberies in this county within the 
past six months.

Dr. Perret Holds Out Hope 
for Jap Islands. 


-{But Says It’s a Matter of 


Centuries, Not Years. 
American's Life Nearly Lost 
at Sakurajima. 


[A. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE 

TOKIO, May t.—Dr. Frank A. 
Perret. the American volcanologist, 
has come to the conclusion that the 
voleanic and earthquake activity 
which has been the source of con- 
tinual worry and frequent devastation 
in Japan is on the wane. But the hope 
he holds out is not for immediate 
cessation of these troubles. It is a 
matter of centuries. 


Pr. Perret is one of the few scien- 
tista wy devote their whole time to 


»ithe study of the earth's convulsions. 


He represents the Volcanic Research 
Society of Springfield. and the 
Voicanological Institute of Naples, 
spending most of his time under the 
shadew of Vesuvius. He came here 
last February to visit the scene of 
the voicanic eruption on sthe Island 
of Sakura, the month previously, 
when Sakurajima’s molten lava caused 
@ great loss of life and property. 
Details of an accident which befell 
him during his investigations make 
it appear that he had a very narrow 
escape from death on Sakurajima in 
March. He was taking notes of a 
lava flow when suddenly a smal! cra- 


ter. only sixty feet from where he 
Was standing. burst forth with a ter- 
rific explosion, sending a column of 
lava and red hot rock thousands of 
feet into the air. <A tongue of iava 
struck one of Dr. Perret’s knees and 
several stones burned into his flesh. 
That his injuries were not more seri- 
ous, ct even fata:, was due only to 
the fact that he was able to shelter 
himself behind a large boulder. 

“I have taken many chances,” he 
said, “but certainly I have never been 
£0 near death as 1 was at Sakura- 


While the full report of his Inves- 
tigation will not be drawn up until 
later, Dr. Perret is convinced that 
the etuds of volcanic and seismic con- 
ditions in Japan has been well worth 


Unknown. 


while. For one thing, he said. “it 
adds to cur knowledge of the mode of 
action of an exploding lava in caus- 
ing « horizontal blast, which is one 
of the most destructice of all volcanic 
manifestations, as was shown it St. 
Pierre, Martinique, in 1902, when 
30,000 persons lost their lives.” 
Speaking of the general situation, 
he continued: “We must remember 
that volcanoes form a constructive 
means for the upbuliding of this ar- 
chipelago which began ages ago, and 
which is continuing. If we look from 
the standpoint of a large number of 
yearse—eay centurles——we can say that 


volcanoic phenomena is waning. Con- 
sequently earthquakes, always consid- 


ering them as a whole, will become 


fewer in Japan rather than more nu- 
merous.” 


During this waning period, however, 
he added, it was’ always p ossible that 
severe disturbances would occur, and 
that many communities took risks, as 
at Mount Aso, where 4000 peuple 
actually live in a crater. 


SPIRITUAL UPLIFT.

President Naruse of the Japan Wom- 
en's University is also one of the lead- 
ers of the movement. 

The situation is outlined as follows 
by one of the officials of the league: 

“The sway of materialiem in Japan 
is almost killing the nationa!] spirit 
of Bushido. We must have a spirit- 
ual force to vivify the nation, a 


| moral determination to resurrect the 


upright national character. Each in- 
dividual must be given the spirit of 
independence and self-respect, at the 
same time respecting others. We de- 
sire to create a new force in the 
moral atmosphere of the people. Our 
movement will begin with individual 
character building, but it will stop at 
nothing. We will insist on strict 
morality in commerce, politics and 
every branch of natural activity. We 
are determined, all of us, to devote 
our lives and property to this great 
work of purifying, reforming and re- 
constructing the national character. 
The movement, will be pushed on with 
religious fervor and reverence, and 
we will carry on a campaign of edu- 
cation with military precision and ef- 
fectiveness, through the press and 
from the platform. ‘Save the Na- 
tion’ is our moito.”’

Menelik, the Emperor of Abyssinia, 
whose death has been reported in- 
numerable times, only to be denied, 
remains unsolved. Ww. Thesiger, 
British Minister to Abyssinia, has re- 
ported that even in Adis Adeba, the 
capital of Abyssinia, the facts are stil! 
No one will admit that the 
Emperor is dead and outside the pal- 
ace there is complete ignorance on 
the subject. 

The diplomatic corps has been un- 
able to get at the truth: all the min- 
isters can say is that they have not 
seen Menelik for years. The general 


, | belief is that the Emperor's embalmed 


body lies in the innermost room of 
Gebt. 

The capital is, however, completely 
tranquil and it is believed that any 
danger to foreigners is past. 

Mr. Thesiger has just completed a 
three months’ march along the Abys- 
Sinian frontier of British East Afri- 
ca to inquire into the wounding of 
two British officers by raiders. He 
Was accompanied by an Abyssinian es- 
cort over a hundred miles of lava- 
strewn plain where thirty-eight cam- 
els had to be employed to carry wa- 
ter for the caravan.

OVER REICHSTAG. 


GOVERNMENT'S ACT IN CLOSING 
IT A CONUNDRUM,

Many Measures Advocated by Ad- 
ministration Will Not Be Issued as 
Result of Closing of Assembly. 
Next President of Body Is Likely 
to Be of Clerical Party.

BERLIN, June 1.—The action of 
the government in closing the Reich- 
stag, instead of adjourning it, has fur- 
nished a conundrum which the politi- 
cal experts have not yet been able to 
answer. The government's object is 
not known, and its action ls wondered 
at the more because it meant the ex- 
tinction of numerous pending meas- 
ures desired by the government, most 
of which were certain to be passed, 
and on all of which much hard work 
had been done. Equally mysterious 
was the government's covert threat to 
dissolve the Reichstag, making new 
elections necessary, if it adopted, as 
it seemed for a time likely to do, 
a Socialist measure providing an in- 
crease in pay of $24 yearly for cer- 
tain postoffice employees. Even the 
newspapers friendly the govern- 
ment ridiculed the idea of going to 
the people on an issue so trivial. 

Foremost among the measures 
thrown into the waste basket by the 
closing of the Reichstag was the pe- 


troleum bill. Others to suffer the 
same fate were the measures to reg. 
ulate bookmaking, to define the rights 
and duties of aviators, to establish a 
juvenile court, to sharpen the laws 
azainst “filth in word and picture,” 
to regulate Sunday employment, to es- 
tablish a colonial court, to amend the 
business law, the new excise bill, and 
many others. Against this list of un- 
completed work the accomplishments 
of the late Reichstag are very small, 
So long as it had to deal with broad 
national questions, such as the arma- 
ment and taxation bills, where the 
non-Socialist parties” were united 
against the Socialists, the work went 
ahead smoothly, but as soon as these 
were out of e way, shifting a)lli- 
ances of factivuns prevented any real 
work from being accomplished. 

Not all the blame for the little done 
during the long session rests upon 
the Reichstag. So monarchical a pa- 

r as the Tagliche Rundschau sharp- 
ly criticises the government's “doc- 
trinarianism, passing the bounds of 
the permissible,” and its “stub- 
bornness.” It declares also that from 
the first there was 4 lack of inte}- 
ligent direction of affairs on the side 
ef the government. It is also a fact 
that the ministers of various depart- 
ments on many occasions failed to 
show the tact necessary for dealing 
with the representatives of the peo- 
ple, and on more than one occasion 
made unfortunate blunders. 

Another source of the Reichstag’s 
weakness was its presidency. Herr 
Kaempf, the chief presiding officer, is 
an estimable and able man, but even 
his own party—the Progressives or 


Radicalse—were not satisfied with his 
conduct of the affairs of the House. 
He exhibited a lack of resolution and 
decisiveness fatal for the presiding of- 
ficer of a legislative body. It is most 
unlikely that he will be mentioned as 
a candidate for the office when the 
new Réichstag, which will convene in 
the autumn, elects its president and 
two vice-presidents. Conjecture has 
it that the next session's president is 
likely to be a member of the Clerical, 
or Center party.

Queen 
Amelia looked upon the daughter of 
her old friend, the Prince of Hohen- 
lohe Sigmaringen as the ideal wife for 
her son, possessing all thoge qualities 
which were lacking in his character.

Might she not be the means of bring- 
ing Manuel back to his throne? Such 
a role, however, demanded, first of 
all, experience, and in this the Prin- 
cess was totally lacking. She found 
that Manuel was a careless, easy- 
going, almost irresponsible youth, ir- 
resolute, but yet capable of sudden 
and unforeseen obstinacy. He, on his 
side, saw in her a narrow-minded 
authoritative young person, with ideas 
which appeared to him out of date 
and provincial—a passion for house- 
keeping and other domestic virtues 
which fell in neither with his tastes 
nor his requirements.

plate, inscribed “Hohenau, dentist,” 
outside a flat on the Nuremberger 
Platz, conceals, if the statements of 


the “dentist” are correct, one of the 
strangest stories of the feminine 
political intrigue in Ruritanian fro- 
mance and final failure that has ever 
been known. 

This dentist is Countess Claire von 
and zu Hohenau, who seems to have 
been married in London by special 
license a year or two ago to Count 
Wenzel Sternau zu Hohenau. His 
mother was a Princess Hohenlohe, 
and therefore a connection of the 
Princess of Hanau and Waldeck-Pyr- 
|mont, and also of the imperial family. 

That a distant connection by mar- 
riage of the Hohenzollefns should be 
doing dental work in Berlin is per- 
haps not surprising nowadays; but the 
“Hohenau, dentist” of the brass plate 
is none other than Claire von Wal- 
lenstein, sometime Baroness von 
Schonberg. the famous “Coalition” 
beauty, protege of Austrian arch- 
dukes, and especially of Prince Ru- 
dolf Liechtenstein, Court Marshal of 
the Emperor Franz Josef, whose sud- 
ten death on the steps of the royal 
palace will be remembered by students 
of contemporary Austrian history. 
Here is the story of Claire von Wal- 
lenstein as she told it: 

Claire von Wallenstein was the 
daughter of a Hungarian gentleman 
whose marriage with a handsome 
Jewess caused him to lose his stand- 
ing. She grew up into one of the 
most beautiful giris in the Hapsburg 
empire, and married at the age of 
18, Baron von Schonberg, a great 
Hungarian land owner, and a keen 
politician. Her dowry was a little 
matter of $415,000. Youth, beauty and 
wealth soon made the Baroness von 
Schonberg one of the best-known 
hostesses in the empire, 

Among those who marked her so- 
clal progress was a solicitor named 
Polonyi, who had drawn up Claire's 
wedding settlement, but who was also 
a fellow politician of Franz Kossuth, 
the well-known son of the revolution 
hero of Wekerle, and others of the 


Hungarian group at the time (about 
1906) was to bring about a recon- 


ciliation of their leading members 
with the Emperor, so that in return 
for a guarantee of peace in the ever- 
lasting struggle, the Hungarian party 
might gain the concessions especially 
dear to them.

Obedient to her prompt- 
ings, the Prince, aided by the “hand- 
some Archduke,” succeeded in effect- 
infl a reconciliation between the Em- 
peror and Kossuth, <Apponyi, An-

Romance Hides. 


(Continued from Seventh Page.) . 


Hotel Bristol, in Vienna, on April §&, 
1906, the “first Coalition Cabinet,” 
which included Kossuth, Wekerie, and 
Geze Polonyi, was duly formed. 
Baroness Claire received the news 
of the triumph at her house in Buda- 
pest. But the triumph was short- 
lived. The Archduke died shortly 
afterwards, and a faithless lackey 
stole from his papers certain com- 
promising documents, which he sold 
to the leaders of the opposition, who, 
in turn, took them to the Emperor. 
The Emperor was indignant when he 
learned of the intrigue. He sent for 
his Court Marshal, and demanded his 
resignation. Next day the Viennese 
papers contained a note stating that 
the Court Marshal, whose health had 
long given cause for anxiety, had a 


stroke shortly, after leaving the 
Cabinet meeting, and died in a few 
hours. Actually, according to the 


Countess, he took poison as soon as 
the door closed behind him, and died 
on the steps of the palace. 

The opponents of the coalition were 
now masters of the situation, buf 
they were anxious to obtain posses- 
sion of the compromising papers 
which they knew must be In posses- 
sion of the Baroness. At midnight a 
friend of the Baroness, the manager 
of the bank in Buda , where her 
papers were deposited, brought them 
to her and warned her that at day- 
break the house would be searched by 
the political police. The ess 
concealed her papers in matresses 
and among the springs of a Chester- 
field sofa. When the police arrived 
with a search warrant they found no 
papers, but a tearful woman, who 
was already apprised of the sentence 
of banishment against her. At her 
pitiful request she was allowed to 
take some furniture with her into 
exile, and the police themselves ar- 
ranged for the safe dispatch to Paris 
of the Chesterfield sofa and the mat- 
tresses. 

Baron von Schonberg secured a di- 
vorce, whilst Claire tried to restore 
her shattered nerves at the once fa- 
cruise. On the deck of an English 
later in the Palais due Solail at Mon- 
aco. 

After various adventures Claire 
went to Switzerland, where she nar- 
rowly escaped losing her precious 
documents through the agency of 
Austrian spies. 

Claire, who retained much of her 
youthful grace, and had won the prize 
of beauty at Monte Carlo and the 
prise of the Concours Hippique at 
Brussels, now left for an eastern 
cruise. On the dock of an English 
passenger steamer she met and cap- 
tivated Count Wenzel zu Hohenau, 
who, in consequence of the political 
disturbances connected with the 
Eulenburg camarilias, had been sent 
first to a sanatorium and then for a 
long cruise. Claire and the Count 
were married by special license in 
London. Her reception by her Ger- 
man relatives waa, perhaps, not un- 
naturally, very chilly. 

The Countess ts reticent regarding 
the days which followed her arrive: 
in Germany. There was, however, 
something resembling a “scene” at 
Wiesbaden or Baden-Baden, in con- 
sequence of which ount Hohenau 
once more betook himeelf to a sana- 
torium, whilst Countess Claire shone 
for a time at her salon in Wilmars- 
dorf.

RISKIEST WORK 
IN THE WORLD. 


Recruiting Laborers in Isles 
of the South Seas. 


System Akin to Slavery Is 
Still in Existence. 


But When the Natives Arise 
Trouble Is Frequent. ? 


[SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

SYDNEY (N. 8S. W.) May 10.—A 
dispatch just received from Thursday 
Island tells how the labor schooner 
Maryborough, while lying off one of 
the smaller islands of the Solomon 
Archipelago, was attacked by natives 
who, after killing all the crew, looted 
the vessel and burned her to the wa- 
ter’s edge. The news was brought 
out by a missionary who himself had 
barely escaped with his life. A gun- 
boat, with orders to take stern puni- 
tive measures, has now sailed from 
Sydney for the scene of the trouble. 

At any time within the next month 
or two it is possible that a few lines 
in the American papers may record 
that the marines from a British gun- 
boat have burned a coastal village on 
some isiand with an unpronounceable 
name in the Solomon Archipelago, 
cut down so many thousand cocoanut 
trees and driven all the natives toa 
their impenetrable fastnesses in the 
interior. More likely we will see 
nothing about it—our news service ig 
slack in that part of the world and ii 
is only occasional] odds and ends of 
items that come through to us. 

At any rate, the burning of the vil- 
lage and the cutting down of the 
cocoanuts will end the episode. As 
soon as the gunboat is out of sight, 
the natives will slip quietly back to 
the coast and employ the cocoanut 
trunks for frames and the leaves for 
thatching the houses of a new vil 
lage which will arise inside of a fort- 
night. Recruiters will avoid the isl- 
ands for a year or two. Then sradu- 
ally they will resume operations 
again, and at the end of a decade, per- 
haps, or even a shorter period, his- 
tory will repeat itself and another 
schooner will be “cut out.” 

CALLED “BLACKBIRDING.” 

The work of the South Sea labor re- 
cruiter is the riskiest and most pic. 
turesque calling in the world today. 
“Blackbirding” it is popularly called 
in Australia, and “slaving” it is al- 
ways referred to by the mission- 
aries; but both of these terms are re- 
sented by the recruiter as survivals of 
the time when the blacks were ac- 
tually taken by force and sold into 
slavery to the planters of Fiji, 
Samoa and Tahiti. The latter system 
has long been discontinued, but it is 
through abuses of the theoretically 
well-regulated labor traffic, and the 
uncertainty of the natives dealt with. 
that the life of the labor-recruiter of 
today hangs by quite as slender a 
thread as did that of the slaver of 
forty years ago. 

Biack labor was introduced inte 
Northern Australia for the same rea- 
son that it was brought to the West 
Indies and our Southern States—for 


‘|the sugar plantations. It has been re- 


peatediy demonstrated that no Cau<- 


|} casian can stand for more than a few 
‘| weeks the heavy work in the stifling 


atmosphere of the growing cane, and, 
in spite of the clamorous fight made 
by that continent’s strong socialistic 
element for a “white Australia,” the 
black is a fixture in Queensland as 
long @s any endeavor is made te 
grow sugar. His importation dates 
back to the setting out of the first 
plantation and will not end until the 
last one has been chuked out by the 
primeval bush. The traffic has been 
responsible for many of the most ex- 
citing chapters in the history of the 
South Pacific, and, if its two principa) 
enemies, the missionaries and the 
Australia labor party, are to be be- 
lieved, some of the blackest. 


MISSIONARIES’ OBJECTION. 


The missionary is opposed to the 
recruiting of black labor because it 
removes the native from his influence 
and, inoculating him with all the 
evil of a rough plantation camp, not 
only renders him hopeless as a sub- 
ject for conversion himself, but makes 
him a baleful contrary influence 
among the natives who have stayed 
at home. The London Missionary 
Soctety’s representative In the 
Mioronesian Islands, while undoubt- 
edly well intentioned, is a man of far 
less liberality and breadth of mind 
than the average American and Brit- 
ish missionary in the Far East. A 


‘} Zealot of the first order, his “fight- 


the devil-with-fire” methods with the 
labor recruiters have resulted in a 
number of very harmful and unjust 
falsehoods being traced to his door. 
The Australian laborite has fough? 
the importation of blacks merely be- 
cause it interferes, if only in theory, 
with his plan for a “white Australia,” 
not because he would do the work 
the Kanaka does at any wage. When 
all is said and done, however, the 
“blackbirder”’ will be found to be by 
no means as black as he is painted 
by either missionary or laborite. 

Far from being a slave, the Queens- 
land Kanaka is nothing leas than a 
regular contract laborer, the prin- 
cipal difference between him end the 
Hindu. who is brought from India for 
the Fiji sugar plantations being that, 
since he comes from a savage isiand 
which has practically no government 
—and therefore has no one tu look 
after him—his contract is a verbal 
one. After his arrival in Queensland, 
and on the recruiting ship to a cer- 
tain extent, he is looked after like a 
child by the Australian government: 
it is only in the manner in which he 
is induced to join the ship that he 
may be got the better of, and even 
this is supervised by the government 
officer.

FOREIGN PROTECTION. 

The question of protection in case 
ef injury while working in foreign 
countries may yet become a very im- 
portant one for oil-well drillers who 
are going abroad in large numbers to 
work for corporations in all parts of 
the world. So far as known, none 
of them has yet received injuries 
while employed abroad, but if any one 
Should be disabled in hie work in an- 
other country, of the 


sponsibility of the employed might 
become a very important one to the 
injured workman. 

In California hereafter any work- 
man injured will be very fully pro- 
tected against destitution. Those in-

PIPE 18 ORDERED. 


The Valley Pipe Line Company, 
which is the subsidiary corporation of 
the European combine, has ordered 
172 miles of pipe from the Youngs- 
town Sheet and Tube Company—i135 
miles of eight-inch and the balance 
of ten-inch. The ten-inch pipe is for 
use at the re of each re- 
lay—in other words, for the end into 
which the oil going north is driven by 
the pumps at each pumping station. 
Delivery will commence within ninety 
days, and by September the construc- 
tion of the line will be under way. The 
southern terminus will be in the Mid- 
way field; the northern end at Mar- 
tines on San Francisco Bay. 

REFINERY PLANS. 

Plans are ready for the construction 
of the Royal Dutch-Shell! refinery. The 
site was purchased some time since. 
Nothing has been given out as to the 
intended initial capacity of the plant. 
Originally it was the intention of the 
Royal Dutch-Shell to export kerosene 
to the Orient in the vessels which 
brought over benzine, but signs do not 
seem to point to as much importing 
of benzine as expected, and if Califor- 
nia is to furnish the gasoline for the 
Pacific Coast trade, as now indicated, 
it ie not unlikely that less kerosene 
wil] be shipped to the Orient. More- 
over, there is an enormous increas- 
ing demand all along the Pacific Coast 
for the low-grade kerosene for do- 
mestic stoves, and an engine distillate. 
The Shelis can sell plenty of this 
right here. 

At present, the American Gasoline 
Company is o perating a small refinery 
taken over by the Shelis when they 
bought the California Oil Fields, Lid.,, 
property at Coalinga, and is handling 
the output from one or two others 
around San Francisco Bay, but its 
business is still only trifling. 

The Turner Oil Company at Coal- 
inga, which has been virtually sold 
to the California Oil Fields, Lid., now 
the producing department of the Roy- 
al Dutch-Shell—although still operat- 
ed by the old owners pending settle- 
ment of a questio: of title—has 
stalled a casing-head gasoline plant, 
which has operated successfully. This 
will come into the hands of the Royal 
Dutch, which now plans to treat all 
the natural gas output of the Limited's 
wells in this manner, thus betting the 
benefit of all the gasoline to be ex- 
tracted from the product of the wells. 

The big tank farm in Midway field 
near Fellows is being pushed rapidly 
ahead. This belongs to the California 
Oll Fields, Ltd., as a part of the Royal 
Dutch-Shell producing department. 
Large quantities of material are being 
hauled in every day from McKittrick. 


May Production. 


The output of California for May 
was very close to 9,500,000 barrels 
of crude, the highest figure by far 
ever attained. This was due to the 
great Lakeview No. 2 Oil Company's 
gusher, flowing steadily since 
May 10, an average of over 30,000 
barrels daily, and the General Pe- 
troleum Annex No. 2, on land close 
by, flowing 10,000 barrels.

HOBART (Tasmania) May 1.—Q.:

I thought I knew the 
platinum group after three years 
study, but what is osmiridium? That's 
@ hew one to me. 5. L. G. 
A.: Your quoted clipping from the 
Monitér, and your comment thereon 
appears as shown in the above query. 
Are you sure that you have never 
heard of osmiridium? The substance 
is a misnomer in chemistry, and it is 
unknown in min , 
Nevertheless, we find in “Hownes’ 
Chemistry, p. 451-2," the following: 
“When crude platinum is dissolved in 
nitro-muriatic acid, a small quantity 
of a gray, scaly, metallic substance 
usually remains behind, having alto- 
gether resisted the action of the acid; 
this is a native alloy of iridium and 
osmium, called osmiridium or tiridos- 
mine.” Each and both of the names 
stated are unknown to the table of 
elements, and the substance referred 
to under the two misnomers, is not 
an element. 
In mineralogy tridosmine is well 
and favorably known, and has two 
minerais that are of a different nature, 


Le., siserskite ani newjanskite. 
Iridosmine is tin white in color, 
streak bilackish-gray, hardness 7; 


somewhat brittle: slightly malleable; 
infusible before the blowpipe. At high 
temperatures sisserskite gives off the 
poisonous fumes of osmium, while 
newjanskite yields no osmium odor 
unless fused with potassium nitrate. 
Iridosmine belongs to the platinum 
group, and occurs associated with 
gold, platinum, chromite, and “black 
sands” of California. 

Prof. Waldemar Lindgren, in “Min- 
eral Resources of the United States 
1910” shows that, crude platinum gen- 


ng erally contains iridium, fridosmine and 


gold, beside some remaining black 
sand . . The production of 
California in 1910 amounted to 337 
troy ounces of crude platinum, valued 
at $8.386. Of this, 304 ounces were 
recovered as a by-product in dredging 
operations, In Butte, Yuba and Sacra- 
mento counties. 

Iridosmine of mineralogy is rarely 
found crystallized in hexagonal prisms 
with replaced basal edges; it occurs, 
usually in minute, irregular, and flat- 
tened grains, which grains are harder, 
heavier, and more of a steel gray color 
than native platinum. Iridosmine is 
of a paler steel gray than platinum, 
and its luster is metallic and shining; 
t ie opaque, brittle, and but sparingly 
malleable. In hardness the mineral is 
7, that of quartz. In chemical com- 
Ppogition iridusmine is probably os- 
mide of iridium. The solutions of iri- 
dium are of many colors; the name is 
taken from Iris (a rainbow,) and 
iridium is utilized in the manufac- 
ture of certain pen points.

I will thank you very much if 
you will tell me if he name is cor- 
rect. Is the material of any commer- 
Clal value? 
A.: Chalk ia lime carbonate, and 
the sample is not lime carbonate. 
Under the microscope and by chemical 
test the sample is diatomaceous earth 
(infusorial earth.) or Kieselguhr of 
the Germans. The substance is sili- 
cious, and results from the “renains”’ 
of microscopic matter known as dia- 
toms. Diatomaceous earth is of com- 
mercial value; it is soluble in alkaline 
solutions, but not In acids, and owing 
to ite great absorptive qualities it is 
used in the manufacture of dynamite 
by admixture with nitro-glycerine. 
The sample is of exceptiohal purity 
and material on the order of the sam- 
ple can be used for tooth powders; In 
the manufacture of certain soaps, and 
in the art of the prefumer.

Nor do they forget 
that British Columbia was put to large expense in calling out the militia and 
in holding court to try the ringleaders and some of their dupes. The strife 
and the expense were forced upon British Columbia by unions on this side of 
the line which had absolutely no legal standing in the Dominion and none of 
the rights about which Frank Farrington whines. Supposing a batch of 
blatherskites from British Columbia—they have ‘em up there as well as else- 
where—were to come to Los Angeles and seek by disorderly methods to 
unionize this city, would Angelenos seriously consider that they had rights? 
As well suppose that Holy Hi will be re-elected Governor of California. The 
tronble makers would, far from gently, be hurried back to their own country. 
And so British Columbia is to be commended for refusing to receive agitators 
from this side of the line whose mission is to raise the devil on foreign apil.

Only about 120 soldiers engaged. The 
number of strikers engaged has been 
variously estimated at from 400 to 800 
men. They were heavily armed with 
the latest and best models of high- 
power rifies, although their leaders 
had solemnly assured the State gov- 
ermment that they had surrendered 
their arms. They used explosive bul- 
lets and so-called “poisoned” bullets 
(both expressly forbidden by the rules 
of civilized warfare) and some of the® 
ammunition was manufactured in 


dear | Greece. They were amply supplied 


with ammunition, over 16,000 rounds 
having been found in the tent of John 
R. Lawson, one of the strike leaders, 
after the battle. 

When the reinforcements arrived 
the soldiers began to press forward 
until they took a range of sand hills 
and steadily drove the Greeks back 
where a soldier named Martin was 
wounded. The fire of the Greeks was 
concentrated upon this position and 
the soldiers were unable to hold the 
hills. There were but four men in 
detachment with Martin and they 
were unable to carry him across the 
exposed ground, so they placed him in 
in the hills, where he 
would be safe from the fire from both 
sides, and retreated. 

Another detachment fought its 
way up to the tent colony, where they 
heard the cries of women and chil- 
dren. 6 tents had caught fire be- 
fore the soldiers arrived, but when 
they heard the cries of the women 
and children they rushed in among 
the burning tents and rescued between 
twenty-five and thirty and carried 
them away to safety. While engaged 
in this humane work the soldiers were 
under constant fire from the Greeks. 
To gave these wqmen and children the 
soldiers, while stili under fire from 
the Greeks, were obliged to tear up 


tent floors, which had been

main force. Then these soldiers, who 
had had no pay for three months, took 
up a collection among themselves and 
raised $18 that night for the relie 
of these suffering women and chil- 


n. 

Late in the afternoon the sand hills 
were retaken by the soldiers, who 
then found the body of their comrade 
with hig head blown off and his limbs 
broken. This barbarity shocked and 
infuriated them and, of course, it was 
immediately reported to Lieut. Lin- 
Gerfelt. A few minutes after this 
Louis Tikas was captured, after he 
had been fighting all day with the 
Greeks. Acting under the frightful 
stress of that all-day’s battle, where 
the strikers numbered almost twen- 
ty to one, without water, food or rest 
for nine hours, and with the report 
of the atrocities committed upon the 
body of their comrade, the soldiers 
wanted to Tikas. This purpore 
was defeated by Linderfelt. Later 
Tikas attempted to escape and in the 


testimony at the court-martial, later, | 


it developed that he was shot by his 
own men while running to rejoin the 
Greeks. 
STRIKERS KILLED CHILD. 
There was, however, no firing on 
women and children, unless it was the 
firing by the Greeks on the little Sny- 


der boy, who was killed by a strik- 
er’s bullet and who was the only child 
killed, or even struck by a bullet. 
Both sides agree also that no woman 
was struck by a bullet from either 
side. The thirteen women and chil- 
dren who were suffocated in the tiny 
pit under the ground, not large 
enough for three of them to remain 
in for three hours and live, were prob- 
ably dead long before the tents 
caught fire. But in any event, the 
soldiers could not possibly have been 
to blame in the slightest for this trag- 
edy. ‘The etrikers had rifle pits in 
front of the colony tents and were 
hidden in the arroyo or gulch behind 
them, and were firing on the soldiers 
from both sides. The strikers could 
easily have retreated from both rifle 

its and from the arroyo and atill 

ave continued the fight on equally as 
good terms from some other vantage 
point, but they elected not to do so. 

The death of these women and 
children was a most regrettable in- 
cident of this unfortunate battle in 
this inexcusable war, but the strikers 
started the war and commenced every 
battle. They were also in a position 
to know that the women and childsen 
were in the underground pits, while 
the soldiers were not in a position to 
even suspect such a thing. Among 
civilized peoples when the men go out 
to war they first put women and 
children in places of safety, instead of 
leaving them exposed to all the dan- 
gers of battle, and in such case as 
the soldiers had seen the women and 
children running to the arroyo, where 
they would be absolutely safe, they 
naturally supposed, and had a right 
to suppose, that they were all out of 
danger. The strikers, who must have 
known that some women and chil- 
dren were left in the colony, could 
have retreated from the colony. or 
could easily have changed the point 
of fighting to another point, and either 
maneuver would have stopped the 
battle or have changed the line of fire 
so that the women and children left 
in the tents would have been geafe. 
They chose, however, to do neither, 
but rather to continue the fight tn a 
place which made it necessary for the 
fring to endanger the lives of their 


own women and children, 


The fault, then, rests squarely upon 
the shoulders of the strikers them- 
selves and not upon the members of 
the National Guard, who were sta- 
tioned there to uphold the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the State, who 
were attacked by overwhelming num- 
bers and who were fighting for 
their lives, as well. 

It te inconceivable to suppose that 
thirty-four men scattered in three or 
four groups would deliberately at- 
tack a very much larger force as 
well-armed and better fortified than 
the State troops. 
NATIONAL GUARD CALLED 

AGAIN. 


The two machine guns manned by 
the State troops were never turned 
on the tent colony iteelf, but were 
used against the strikers entrenched 
in the sand hills and rifle pits and 
along the railroad tracks. 

The main body of the National 
Guard, men who had been returned 
home, were called back into the field 
on April 22. These troops, who had 
not been paid for three montis, loy- 
ally returned to duty. If the Itll-ad- 
Vised truce had not been made on the 
24th peace would have been quickly 
re-established by the swift defeat of 
the strikera, As it was, the strikers 


took advantage of the so-called truce 
to burn and destroy half a dozen 
mines and to murder many citizens 
of the State, the troops being com- 
pelled by the terms of the truce to 
protect either life or property 
Caused by the failure of the lawless 
strikers to respect the terms of the 


ce. 
Then came the call for the Federal 
troops, two er three desperate bat- 
tles between the strikers and the Na- 
tional Guard brought on by the de- 
termination of the strikers to de- 
stroy the remaining mines in the dis- 
trict, the defeat and surrender of the 
strikers to the National Guard, the 
arrival of the Federal troops and the 
withdrawal of the State troops from 
the strike districts, 

Then followed the special session 
of the Legislature, which appro- 
priated one million dollars to pay 
the expenses of the strike and to 
maintain the National Guard in the 
feld in the event of another call, the 
passage of laws prohibiting the car- 
rying of arms and the closing of sa- 
loons in time of gisturbance and riot. 

From the first the coal operators 
have conceded every demand of the 
non-union men except recognition of 
the union, which the operators are 
determined never to do.

HREE of the biggest trade unions 

in Great Britain have decided to 

form a combine for self-protec- 
tion, The unions are the miners, the 
railway men and the transport work- 
ers. These are the three most highly 
organized unions in the country, and 
their aggregate membership is 
850,000, The decision to form this big 
combination was reached at a meet- 
ing of the executive committees of the 
three unions referred to. The decision 
will have to be submitted to a na- 
tional conference shortly, and is likely 
to be indorsed. The scheme, which is 
most important alike to the workmen 
end the nation, es, among other 
things, that in the event of one body 
in the combine going out on strike 
the others will support it, and all 
wages and other demands will be 
sented simultaneously. Off-hand, it 
would strike us that such a huge or- 
ganization will be crushed by its own 
weight.

Thomas Mott Osborne spent one 
week in the penitentiary at Auburn, 
N. ¥. He was known as “Thomas 
Brown,” No. 33,333 X,.”" and also as 
the chairman of the State Commission 
of Prison Reform, with powers to 
make warden and keepers nervous. 
His book, ‘““Within Prison Walls,” pub- 
lished by D. Appleton & Co., is fresh 
from the press, and is one that all 
persons interested in prison reform 
should read. From cover to cover it 
ie apparent that Mr. Osborne has 
taken ne to be fair toward the offi- 
clals, but his sympathies are unde- 
niably with the convicts, for after liv- 
ing in their cells, eating their fare, 
doing their work, and becoming fa- 
miliar with the brutality to which 
they are subjected he marvels that 
they retain a semblance of decency. 


HIS PLAN AND PURPOSE. 


Mr. Osborne let it be known that, 


he was to become a convict for one

YOSEMITE ROAD ACTIONS. 


Local Motorists. 


Dental Associations to Hold Convention in Valley and 
Want to Drive Cars Over Wawona Road as It Is the 
Shorter Route, but There Is No Chance, According to 


HILE it tis almost certain that 
the scénic Wawona road into 
the Yosemite Valley will not 
be open to auto travel this season, it 
is equally certain that the Coulter- 
ville road will be thrown open in a 
few days. 

returned from Yesemite last week, 
reported that he had reason to believe 
that the Coulterville road would be 
officially opened by June 26. 

The California State Dental As- 
sociation and the Southern Call- 
fornia Dental Association are to hold 
& meeting in the Yosemite from June 
26 to July 4. Dr. Hilliker, who is 
one of the pioneer autoists of the 
West, was sent to the Yosemite, rep- 
resentif@g the dental associations and 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California. 

WANTS TO DRIVE. 

With the dental surgeons and their 
families, it is estimated that the 
party will number more than 1000 
in all, and many members of the as- 
sociations wished to motor to the 
Valley, elther from Southern Cali- 
fornia or points in the northern part 
of the State. 

The doctor drove over fifty miles 
of the Wawona road and says it is 
in good condition with the exception 
7 of a few water drains, which were 
being removed at the time. 

A motor truck was driven in over 
the road and there seems to be no 
apparent reason why «this road 
should remain closed. 

On his way into the valley, Dr. 
Hilliker discuased the matter with 
the hotel] managers and the stage 
operators and they were all in favor 
of the opening of the road. When 
the doctor returned with the news 
that the road would not be opened, 
it was a great surprise to those liv- 
ing along the route. 

With letters from the dental as- 
Sociations, the Auto Club, Franklin 
K. Lane, Secretary of the Interior; 
Senator William D. Stephens and 
others, Dr. Hilliker called upon Maj. 
William T. Littebrant, superintendent 
of the, park. The major said that he 
expected the Coulterville route to be 
opened before the dentists meet in 
the valley. Motor stages have been 
running over this road, although it 
has not yet been opened by the gov- 
ernment officials. 

THERE'S NO CHITTER. 
Maj. Littebrant had nothing to 
say in regard to the Wawona road. 
Percy Walker, president of the 
State Auto Association of San Fran- 
cisco, ip quoted as saying that the 
Wawona road would be open by July 
16. He is in a position to know, 
but ever the reports from Washing- 
ton are to the contrary. 
The Southern California dentists 
are anxious to have the Wawona 
road opened for two reasons. It will 
Shorten their drive 125 miles each 
way and it is the scenic entrance 
to the scenic park. Machines may 
now drive to the town of Wawona. 
Autos may be stored at the Four 
Mile House and a stage line runs 
from there into the Rig Trees. 
Dr. Hilliker drove into San Fran- 
Cisco and picked up much road in- 
formation on his return journey. He 
advises all motorists to keep away 
from the San Franciequito. as it 
@angerous. The Tejon Pass and 
Bouqeet Canyon routes are open 
mow and in very fair condition. 

Twenty miles out of Bakersfield

FAME DISTORTION. 


If the clutch shows a tendency to 
slip on corners, espevially on grades, 
when power is needed, it is not an 
infallible sign that the spring needs 
tightening. When a corner of a well- 
cambered road is taken, there is a 
certain distortion of the frame, which 
brings the clutch and drive shaft out 
of alignment slightly and wil! pre- 
vent the clutch face making full con- 
tact. This is most noticeable on cars 
with but a single universal joint, when 
the distortion of the frame has more 
effect on the driving shaft.

NAPTHALENE FUEL 
UNSATISFACTORY. 


In Europe napthalene, which is a 
coal-tar product and known to most 
of us in the form of moth balls, has

To use naphthalene it is neces- 
sary to start the engine on gasoline 
and melt the napthalene in a hot 
carbureter before it can be used. 
The unsatisfactory performance of 
a motor running on napthalene, the 
high cost of production and the re- 
stricted supply, however, prohibit the 
consideration of napthalene as a_prac- 
tical substitute. reosote has also 
suggested as an available fuel. 
Tt is likewise a coal tar product and 
contains about 40 per cent. of napth- 
alene.

base of the skull, dividing both jaws 
and head perpendicularly. 

It will be necessary to force the 
knife down through the head by 
hammering on the back of same, 
hence a heavy knife is necessary, but 
from this point on a small knife is 
best. Continue the cut from the head 
down the back and belly to the base 
of the tall, being careful to leave the 
dorsal, adipose and ventral fins and 
the tail attached to the side of the 
skin you have selected to save. 

Beginning at back of head and 
working downward and toward the 
tall, remove the skin carefully, but 
do not, during this operation, en- 
deavor to separate all the flesh from 
the skin, as that can be more 
easily aftérward. 

When the half skin to be preserved 
has been entirely removed, lay the 
skin out carefully, scale side down, 
and with the edge of a tablespoon 
a pe the remaining flesh frum the 
Cut away the projecting pleces of 
bone from within the half head, but 
do not remove the bones themselves, 
Cut carefully through the bony struc- 
ture behind the cheek and remove the 
flesh of the cheek by scraping out 
through the aperture thus made. This 
will allow the curing niquid to pene- 
trate to the skin over the cheek with- 
out having to make an outside cut. 
Make a salt brine strong enough to 
float a potato and then add another 
handful of salt for luck. The skin 
should be entirely submerged in this 
brine by weighting with a stone. Let 
it soak for at least three days. | 

Now you can go on with your fish- 
ing and if you keep the jar in a cool 
place you need not shorten your trip 
to save the skin. I have kept a large 
trout skin in perfect condition in this 
way for three weeks. 

In taking home the skin wrap it In 
sopping wet cloths in layers with 
plenty of heavy paper, or if you have 
it, rubber cloth, outside, to retain the

How to Get to the Upper

It is surprising to note how few of 
the Los Angeles people realize the 
possibilities for a few days or weeks’ 
trip in Ventura county. 

Two of our best streams, the Ven- 
tura and Sespe rivers, are here, ace 
ceasible to all by train of autemobdile, 
In fact, these are so convenient to 
reach that it is possible at a low 6z- 
pense and one or two days’ time te 
enjoy some of the finest fishing we 
have in Southern California. - 

The Ventura River and ite tri 
taries can be reached at @ nomin 
expense by railroad, costing about 


$3.50 for the round trip to Ventura, 
or if one goes Saturday, returning by 


-| Tuesday, the trip can be miade for 


$3. This will land you tn the eity of 
Ventura, where. good hotel accom- 
modations can be had for $2.50 per 
day. 

The Ventura River can be reached 
from the hotel in about five minutes’ 
walk, or if one wishes to £0 UP 
stream the county road borders the 
river for a distance of about fifteen 
miles to Nordhoff. Excellent fishing 
and camping places can be found all 
along this distance. 

From Nordhoff one can g0 to two 
of the most popular camping ,esorts 
in the county, 'Matilijfa and Wheel- 
ers Springs, where one will find ev- 
ery pleasure of mountain and camp 
life at a very reasonable expense. 
One can eat either pt the hotel din- 
ing-room oor rent” a housekeeping 
tent and do his own cooking. Or if 
more agreeable to take your © 
camping outfit there are hundreds 
places suitable to pitch camp around 
through the Matilija district. 

From Nordhoff one can secure ac- 
commodations to pack over the 
}mountain trail about nine miles to 
the Upper Sespe River, which will 
take vou to Lathrops Camp, where 
it ie  omeeded some of the best fish- 
' the southern part of the State 
can be had. 

From Wheelers Springs on the 
Ventura there is a trail leading to 
Wheelers Cold Spring Camp on the 
Upper Sespe, which is a few miles 
above Lathrops Camp. 

This is also a trip worth taking, as 
it leads you through some of the 
prettiest mountain country to a place 
where the angler is sure to find an 
abundance of sport in the trout fish- 
ing game. : 

The SGespe River and Canyon is 
without doubt one of the prettiest, 
streams and most picturesque spots 
in Southern California. 

The main part of the river is 
somewhat over forty miles long, ris- 
ing in Santa Barbara county. This 
can be reached by automobile to 
Fillmore over fairly good roads, or 


ttled | by train to Fillmore and then by 


livery to Henley’s Camp, about seven 
or eight miles above llmore. 

The river runs through some of 
the most beautiful canyons than can 
be imagined. Rocks or boulders big 
as a two-story house are a common 
sight. The walls of the canyon in 
some spote rise to a height of two 
or three thovennd feet, almost 
pendicular. There are good trails 
and mountain roads that will lead 
you many miles up the canyon, and 
if one does not care for the good 
trout fishing that can be had, the 
trip will be worth while for the 
scenic beauttes you will find. 

This trip is also inexpensive from 
Los Angeles, car fare being about 
the same as to Ventura and hotel 
accommodations about the same

OLDFIELD BUYS 
PACKARD PHAETON. 


Barney Oldfield went from In- 
dianapolis to Detroit and invested 
some of his prize fund in a Packard 
“4-48,” with phaeton body which had 
been reserved for Manager MacAuley. 
Oldfield explained that he desired 
the car for touring hetween cities of 
the United States while on his contest 
circuits during the summer, and also

Dyas Company has an equipment con- 
taining thirty-days’ rations, a hand ax 
and sleeping outfit that can be car- 


ried in an army knapsack. The en- 
tire pack will weigh about thirty 
pounds. 

The ten-day rations for one man 
can be carried along with a cooking 
outfit in a package eight and a half 
inches wide, five inches thick and ten 
inches high. The ten-day “ations and 
cook kit will weigh under ten pounds. 
The folding cooking kit contains a 
wire stove that can be set up in the 
ground, allowing the fire to be built 


The small kit, when unfolded, con- 
tains besides this stove, two cups, two 
frying pane that also serve as plates, 
and one coffee can. This kit weighs 
2% pounds. The package of flapjack 
flour weighs 2 pounds; mush, 1! 
pound; soups, 2 pounds, consomme, 
% pound: dry milk (will make over 
a gallon of milk,) % pound; tea, \% 
pound; sweet chocolate, % pound; 
Saxin, 1-16 pound, and coffee, 1 
pound. 

This outfit costs $4.60, including 
both the cook kit and the food. All 
the foods are highly concentrated and 
mostly in tablet form except, of 
course, the flapjack flour and the 
mush. The tea, coffee, chocolate, 
consomme, milk and soups are all in 
powder form that can be diluted 
many times. The xin (sugar) is; 
600 times sweeter dan sugar and a 
tiny tablet will sweeten a cup of tea 
or coffee. 

These rations are for the necessl- 
tles of the meals, and when game or 
fish are added to this supply, the va- 
eationist will have a supply sufficient

SHOE HINTS 


Vacations Often Spoiled by 
Improper Shoes, 

New Outing Shoe Is Best for 

Mountains. 


Tennis Shoes Are Safest on 
| Fishing Trips. 


One of the most importapt things 
to be considered on an outing in the 
mountains is shoes, A big book could 


lameness or bruised feet acquired from 
wearing the wrong shoes. 

Shoes without heels are by far the 
best for general use on an outing trip. 
The “no-heel” shoes make walking 
much easier on the feet, When walk- 
ing down hill with shoes that have «a 
heel the foot will be forced forward 
in the shoe, brulsing the toes. 

A good outing shoe, which is sold 
by gevera] of the local sporting goods 
stores is the best tramping shoe that 
has turned up yet. The shoe is with- 
out a heel and has an elkskin sole 
with a buck upper. The buck upper 
is very soft and easy on the feet. The 
tongue is wide and made of soft buck 
making the shoe water-proof. A 
layer of oak on the sole inside of the 
Shoe helps in this respect. The 
sole of the shoe can be studded with 
little cone-shape studs to prevent 
slipping on the rocks and pine needles. 
A high tennis shoe gives the best 
service when fishing on a trout stream. 
The rubber sole prevents slipping on. 
the rocks and is quiet an essential 
thing when after the wily trout. 
Tennis shoes should not be worn 
on the walk to and from the stream. 
The little sharp rocks on the trail 
will cut the feet, while a pliable ale 
will tire them. To avold this carr) 
the light tennia shoes down to the 
stream and then change shoes for the 
actual fishing. This will give the 
angler quiet, safe shoes to fish in and 
easy, comfortable walking shoes to 
wear on the walk between camp ané 
the trout stream. 

The average trout stream is so sit- 
vated that the fitherman is forced to 


start and end his days fishing at the 


same point, making it easy to con- 
ceal the tramping shoes where they 


can be secured on the return from 
the hike down the stream.

After our grand feed, Lelia was

For hooks I would suggest using 
O’Sh'Nessy No. 4-0 cable~hooks. - They 
will hold anything that-you happen to 
get anchored to. Place your hook 
about three feet up from the sinker 
and tie the sinker on with a piece of 
light twine, so you can break away, 
when you get snagged, saving your 
line and hook. 

DON’T peck your eatables in paper 
bundies—cloth sacks and tin cans 
with snug-fitting lids will help to keep 
your foodstuff clean. 


| HOW. TO BUILD A 


GOOD CAMP FIRE. 


ONS FOR MAKING TWO 
KINDS OF 
BLAZES. 


Camp fires as distinguished from 
cooking fires are usually built by 
laying down two short, thick logs, 
five or six feet apart for bed sticks. 
Cross these with two parallel logs 
about a foot apart and fire with 
small poles between them. 

Such a fire is usually too hot for 
good cooking and it blazes or 
amokes too much. Cook jn front of 
it, or to one side with coals raked 
from under the fore stick. 

However, when staying several 
days in a place, build a separate 
cooking fire—it saves trowble in the 
end. On @ lieve) spot, near the camp 
fire, set up two stout forked sticks 
about five feet apart and four feet 
te the crotches, Across them lay 
@ green stick, or lug pole, some- 
what thicker than a broom. stick. 
Now, 
crotches 
nail in the small end of each. Invert 
the crotches, and hang on the lug 
pole to suspend the kettles from. 

These pot hooks should be of 
different lengths so that the kettle 
can be adjusted to different heights 
above the fire. First, for hard boil- 
ing and then for simmering. If 
kettles were hung from the lug pole 
itself, this adjustment could not be 
made, as you would have to dis- 
mount the whole business in order to 
get one kettle of 

Then get two thick, flat rocks and 
bed them underneath the lug pole to 
support your fire-arms or frying- 
pan itself. A pair of green logs wil 
do, if there are no rocks handy. 

There is much in knowing how to 
select fuel, As a rule, hard woods 
make good, slow-burning fuel that 
produces lasting coals, while soft 
woods produce a quick, hot fire. 

It js a good test of one’s resource- 
fulness to make a fire out of doors 
ip rainy weather. 

The best way to go about it de- 
pends on local conditions.~ Dry fuel 
and a place to build the fire can 
often be found under big up-tilted 
logs, shelving rocks, or in the core 
of an old stump. If you cannot find 
any of these, look for a dead soft- 
wood tree that leans to the south. 
The wood and the-bark on the un- 
der side will be dry—chip some off, 
eplit it fine and build your fire un- 
der the shelter of the trunk. 

Never leave a fire or even a spark 
behind you, Put it out.

to Topango A few miles further up 
the coast you will find Tuna and was 
Flores canyons.

and down Los Flores, a trip that is 


full of charm and not commonly 
known of. The beach trip would 
cost 60 cents for carfare, but the 
others should not average over 35 
cents. 


A LONG HIKE. 

If you wish a nice “little” mountain 
stroll of twenty or twenty-five miles 
go to Sierra Madre, hit the Mt. Wil- 
son trail, but instead of coming down 
the regular trail cut across to Mt. 
Lowe, a distance of about four miles, 
and make the descent from there, or 
take the Sturdevant trail, which is 
about fourteen miles long, but one of 
the best-made trails I know of. A 
charming coast trip is the walk from 
Point Firmin to Redondo. There is 
a good road all the way. and as one 
is constantly fanned y the ocean 
breezes, the fifteen miles, even in the 
hot sun, will show up on your pedom- 
eter before you realize it. A still 
more glorious ocean-front trip is from 
Corona del Mar to Laguna, though 
Ome must return the same way or else 
walk to some inland station, which 
would make too lengthy a stroll for 
one day. Uniess you are traveling 
after dark, when the trail is hard to 
follow, the coast trail is much pref- 
erable to the wagon road, as the road 
is exceedingly — and cut off from 
the sea breezes. ersonally, I think 
misty or foggy days the best time to 
make these ocean trips, for then 
one does not have to suffer from sun- 
burn and one is not so easily fatigued 
Including the launch ride from Bal- 
bea to Corona del Mar, the expense 
for carfare on this trip would be 
$1.26. The Redonde trip would cost 
only 75 cents. 


SHORT TRIPS.

Always consider your persona! com- 
fort when planning what to take on 
the trip. People that have a cabin 
or intend to stay at a mountain resort 
}-do not have to plan as carefully as the 
vacationist thauc pitches camp out in 
the open. Hating and sleeping are the 
big things on a camping trip, and 
the utmost care should be taken to 
provide for godd sleeping and eating 
accommodtaions. Take a camp stove, 
plenty of bedding and a cot for each 
person. Folding camp stoves and fold- 
ing cots can be carried in a compact 


package. 4% 

Fiour, and plenty of ft, is the main 
food ration to take, The flour will pro- 
vide bread, biscuits, muffins and flap- 
jacks. Sugar for syrup and other uses, 
is necessary. Beans, bacon or ham, 
eggs, butter, potatoes, milk, coffee, 
salt, pepber, spicem canned vege- 
tables, lard or Cottolene, and preserves 
are the only other food suppiies I have 
found necessary in the mountaina. 
You can depend upon your trout lines 
for fresh meat. Preserves, jam and 
jelis go fine with hot biscuits. 

The clothing proposition depends 
entirely on taste, but I have found 


of light but strong khaki trousers, 
woolen shirts, woolen socks and reg- 
ular mountain shoes. I always take a 
pair of hiking shoes with an elk-skin 
sole, soft buck upper and no heels on 
the shoe. The American Indian was 
the best hiker we ever had, and he 
wore moccasins which had no heels. 
The “on-heel” shoe is easier on your 
feet, and much more comfortable to 
walk in. Tennis shoes have always 


given me the best service on a fish- 
ing stream. 


GET A CABIN, 


I have spent the last four or five 
summers in a cabin, and these vaca- 
tions have been by far the best 
cause of the little comforts you 
have while still roughing it. Bef 
that I camped out in a tent, and sev- 
eral times just tramped around the 
mountains, camping wherever I was 
at dark. 

Never do that. It is a tiresome and 
tedious form of vacation that will do 
you little good. The main idea of «@ 
vacation is to make a fellow fit for 
another year’s work, and several 
weeks of sieeping on the ground and 
eati half-cooked food will not 
complish this purpose. 


Make your camp in some good place 


and then take your hunting and fish- 
ing trips in any direction. Your va- 
cation will be twice as successful if

t is @ poor plan to camp near «a 
stream on account of mosquitoes. A 
camp where a cool breeze blows will 


have the least trouble with files and 
gnats. 


THE cosT. 

Four people can secure food enough 
or a month's vacation for $10 apiece. 
The camp stove will cost $2.50, the 
cots $8 each, the blankets and dishes 
can be taken from your own home. 
A complete fishing outfit can be

Vacationists always have plenty of 
old clothes that can be worn out in 
the mountains, but about $5 should 
be allowed for miscellaneous clothing. 


The railroad fare i# less to points 
nearer and is $3.15 to San Bernar- 
dino, where a e will take you to 
the mountains for $3.60 a round trip. 
Freight rates on your supplies will 
be 1 cent a pound. A party of four, 
dividing the expense equally, can take 
a month's camping trip to the San 
Bernardino Mountains for $30. Ten 
dollars apiece for food, $7 for trans- 
portation of each person and their 
share of the luggage and $13 for fish- 
ing or hunting supplies, clothes and 
miscellaneous articles. 
SOMB DIVERSIONS. 


After the camp is made and the 
vacationist has settled down to the 
outdoor life, plenty of lively d - 
sions will turn up. 

Fishing and hunting are the two 
big sports, with fishing a headliner on 
account of the passing of game. Trout 
fishing is a simple pastime that re- 
quires more practical sense than skill. 

A steel or bamboo pole is the main 
essential for trout fishing. Plenty of 
stronk silk line, at least a three-foot 
leader, and good hooks should be 
used. Split shot make a good and 
convenient weight if it is necessary 
to use any. A reel is a splendid thing 
to have, as the various depths and 
widths of a trout stream demand va- 
rious lengths of line. 

Railt depends on the time of year 
and the locality. Worms, creepers, 
and all forms of live bait are good 
most any time. Salmon eggs can be 
used with great success during the 
entire season, but give the best results 
early in the summer. 

Many experienced anglers claim 
that the true sportsman uses nothing 
but files, but these anglers have little 
sympathy for the unskilled fisherman 
that couldn't catch a trout with a fly 
if he fished all seaso Flies and spin- 
ners are good on big pools and the 
larger fish are usually caught by the 
use of this method of attack. For 
the average fisherman the salmon egg 
1 be the most satisfactory. 

HOW TO Do IT. 

Fishing down stream will be more 
apt to scare the fish because the sound 
carries down stream, but it gives the 
best and most concealed approach to 
the pools. Too many anglers have 
the female curiosity when fishing and 
want to see the fish. This is a disas- 
trous plan, for a trout once scared is 
seldom hooked. Quietness and careful 
concealment are essential. nt 

In the San Bernardino Mountains 
the campers can find dancing, tennis, 
pool and billiards open for them at 
the summer resorts. Wienle roasts, 
barbecues and hard-time parties are 
held every week at the camps and 
it would be hard to find a more con- 
genial crowd or to have a better time. 
Jimmie Swinnerton, the famous car- 
toonist, and creator of “Little Jim- 
mie,” gives an all-day barbecue and 
celebration at Strawberry Flat every 
summer. He has his twenty-two-piece 
band up from the valley below and the 
merry crowd gathers on the flat and 
have the Virginia reel and the old 
square dances, This is but one of the 
many gay times *hat I have been for- 
tunate ghough to enjoy.

WATCH FOR SNAKES. 


The one danger that must be 
watched is with rattlesnakes on fish- 
ing trips. The trout streams are 
mostiy on the desert side of the moun- 
tains and the black diamond rattlers 
frequent this country. Their favorite 
resting place is in the hot sand. 

When walking along a stream or 
trail, Watch carefully for snakes coiled 
in the sand taking a sun bath. Thev 
are #0 near the color of the sand 
that they are hard to see.

‘*Filibusters,”’ 


and Their 


Genevieve Farnell-Bond. 


Motives. 


LIGHT ON OLD TOPIC. 
ANY have been in the habit of look- 
ing upon filibustering as so closely 
akin to pirac) that it is difficult to 

draw the line of distinction. This is not 
quite a fair conception. Of course it is 
thoroughly understood that the proceediags 
of the simon-pure filibuster cannot be 
termed exactly legal. But there are fili- 
busters and filibusters. Some of the finest 
men that ever walked shoe leather were 
secretly landing arms and ammunition for 
the Cubans before Uncle Sam declared war 
with Spain. We are all in favor of law and 
order, but sometimes the machinery of gov- 
ernment moves very slowly, and immeas- 
urable harm can result while it is merely 
beginning to get into action. In the mean- 
time, a cause and many lives may be sac- 
rificed. 


A certain historian is pleased to lay the 
blame of past filibustering from California 
at the door of the Southern contingent pre- 
dominating here in early days, the motive 
assigned being the extension of the insti- 
tution of slavery. He claims that the same 
motive was responsible for the settlement 
of Texas, and her application for admission 
into the Union. History does not exactly 
support these assertions. 


When the Americans gained possession 
of California, they made it rather difficult 
for foreigners eperate among them dur- 
ing the gold rush. Many of the Mexicans, 
Spaniards and Frenchmen were forced out 
of the mining regions, and having staked 
their all in these ventures, found difficulty 
in making a living. Count Gaston Kaoul 
de Raousset-Boulbon, a French nobleman 
who had lost his holdings in his native 
land, and who did not find the opportunities 
on this Coast, in his reduced circumstances, 
that he had anticipated, was’ moved to do 
something for his many countrymen who, 
like himself, had found their prospects lim- 
ited by prejudice against the Latin races 
in the race for gold. He conceived the idea 
of establishing a French colony on the bor- 
der of Sonora, with the intention of open- 
ing up the mines in this region—abandoned 
on account of the Apaches—and inci- 
dentally to check American encroachments. 


Raousset did not proceed after the man- 
ner of a filibuster. He first laid his plan 
before Dillon, French Consul in Sar Fran- 
cisco, gairing the Consul’s hearty sanction. 
Then he proceeded to Mexico City, and 
there President ..rista made the necessary 
land concessions, promising the support of 
a prominent banking house upon condition 
that Raousset bring an armed company of 
his countrymen into Sonora without delay. 
The nobleman'’s 250 French recruits were 
not idle, ignorant vagrants, ready to follow 
the first call that promised adventure, but 
were, on the contrary, well-born, well-edu- 
cated, well-intentioned men. The party 
sailed, arriving at Guaymas in June, 1852. 
All might have been well had the Mexican 
government kept faith. But instead of 
carrying out its promises, the Raousset 
party was at once regarded with suspicion, 
and detained in Guaymas for a month. At 
length, proceeding on his way, Raousset 
was joined by a party of eighty more 
Frenchmen, whose leader, Pindray, had 
died mysteriously. The conditions laid 
down to Raousset were that he and his men 
should either become naturalized citizens 
of Mexico, await letters of security from 
the capital, after which they would be al- 
lowed to proceed to Arizona, where they 
might take possession of such mines as 
they found, or put themselves under the 
leadership of a Mexican officer. Raousset 
refused these terms with spirit, and rous- 
ing the inhabitants of Sonora to follow him 
in revolt, he marched upon Gen. Blanco in 
Hermosillo—150 miles distant—and took 
the city. But it would seem that the 
courageous Frenchman was not supported 
with sufficient strength by his followers, 
to complete his victory, and take Sonora. 
As it was he found it expedient to ship 
with his men on the vessel chartered by 
the Mexican government, $11,000 having 
been raised by Arista for the filibusters to 


return to California, where Raousset found 
himeelf regarded as a hero.

William 
Walker had landed at La Paz on Novem- 
ber 3, 1853, with forty-one followers, and 
proclaimed the Republic of Lower Califor- 
nia. This had caused alarm in the Mexi- 
can capital. The French Consul, Dillon, 
persuaded Raousset to raise 800 men, ac- 
cording to Santa Ana's request, and again

Walker was at his newspaper work when 
Byron Cole, who had been, at one time, 
proprietor of a newspaper edited by Walk- 
er, wrote to the latter concerning condi- 
tions then rife in Nicaragua. The “Demo- 
crats” and the “Legitimists” were engaged 
in a partisan struggle characterized by none 
of the usages of civilized warfare. William 
V. Wells and Byron Cole had embarked in 
behalf of a San Francisco company in 1854 
for the purpose of developing mining re- 
sources in Honduras. Castellon, the leader 
of the Democratic party. induced Cole to 
make the propositio~ that 300 Americans 
under Walker be brought into the country, 
to be placed on the pay-roll of the army, 
and a grant of 21,000 acres of land made 
to them. Walker considered the offer a vio- 
lation of the neutrality law. Now those 
who were close to Walker declare that his 
motives in entertaining this proposition 
were anything but those of a filibuster— 
that he was’ fundamentally patriotic: that 
his desire was to help that harassed coun- 
try, so capable of rich productiveness, but 
now, because of its devastation resulting 
from internal war, yielding but the poorest 
living to its inhabitants. Stable coloniza- 
tion and ultimate improvement were his ob- 
_ jects. Cole drew up a second contract in- 
creasing the land grant to 52,000 acres, the

The Vesta pro- 
ceeded on her way.” 


Upon landing at Realejo, Walker marched 
at once to Leon, and allied himself with the 
Democrats, forming his men into the Amer- 
ican “phalanx,” and retaining his rank of 
colonel, The first battle of Rivas was 
fought shortly thereafter with the Cham- 
morrists, when Walker found himself de- 
serted by the natives he had mustered, 
leaving the little band of fifty-eight Ameri- 
cans to fight their way to safety through 
500 opponents, which they did, dealing 
death generously. But two of Walker's 
favorite officers, among others, were le’ 
lifeless on the field—young Col. Achill vs 
Kewen, “one of the bravest of men,” and 
Maj. Crockett, “the  lion-hearted.” Col. 
Kewen had been second in command to 
Walker himself. 

The news of the death of this young man 
was brought to his only surviving brother, 
Edward J. C. Kewen—identified with the 
history of Los Angeles—-when he was in 
New Orleans. He had come to California 
in 1849, having entered into the legal pro- 
fession at an exceedingly early age, be- 
coming suddenly famous as an orator. 
Sergt. Prentiss, sharing honors with Kewen 
upon one otcasion, declared, after hearing 
the young orator speak, that he would never 
again risk his reputation by speaking from, 
the same platform. 

Kewen, accompanied by his valiant wife, 
went to his friend, Willlam Walker, who 
welcomed him with open arms, being then 
military head of the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment. Kewen was almost immediately ap- 
pointed a member of a judicial tribunal, or- 
ganized to adjust the rival claims of Van- 
derbilt and Garrison & Morgan. The deci- 
sion reached, after due deliberation, was 
that Vanderbilt was indebted to the Rivas- 
Walker government to the amount of one- 
half million dollars. In the meantime were 
fought the battles of Rivas, Massaya and 
Granada. 

In this second battle of Rivas, Capt. 
Kewen was shot down in the plaza. “At the 
end of the street before him,” relates his 
son, Perry Kewen, “was a church in the 
door of which the Legitimists had stationed 
a cannon, and they were shooting also’ with 
their rifles from the windows, Far down 
the street, in another direction, their rein- 
forcements were approaching. Col. W. K. 
Rogers came up to the prostrate Kewen, 
believing him dead. But the dead man 
raised his head, and said thickly, ‘Rogers, 
are there any of the boys who will follow 
me to hell?’ Rogers turned to the few oth- 
ers who were with him. ‘Boys,’ he asked, 
‘how many of you will follow Kewen to 
hell?” Six volunteered, including Rogers, 
Capt. Barney Wolf and Ned Sanders. 
Kewen and his men crept stealthily up to 
the church, and when they were very near, 
they made a rush, and entered. They 
turned the guns in the direction of the ap- 
proaching enemy and mowed them down 
as they came. The Legitimists inside, 
thinking that the whole phalanx had ar- 
rived, scran.*led out of the windows and 
disappeared.

Wild Gardens. 
SOME OF THE CONDITIONS 
WHICH ARE ESSENTIAL. , 
ALIFORNIA should contain the finest 
wild gardens of any section of this 
country, for on every possible point or 
phase nature comes to our aid with most 
unusual offerings. The wild garden is not 
one needing no care or attention, yet it 
should require but a minimum of either. 

The term “wild garden” merely indicates 
an absence of formalism, unnatural effects, 
evidences of man's interference with na- 
ture and all obtrusion upon the scene of 
man-made or man-built objects. Therefore 
rockworr in such gardens must not be over- 
done in design, but should consist only of 
work the counterpart of which may be| 
found in nature. Arbors must not only be | 
made of rustic material, but of natural de-| 
sign, and so covered with one sort of vine 
as to give the impression of being a natu- 
ral retreat. 

Roads and paths must not be formally 
outlined with cement or wooden curbs or 
Tows of stones or so outlined that some de- 
sign is shown. Their with, direction, and 
extent should be somewhat indefinite and 
obscure. Planting must not be in rows, or 
formal beds or clumps, but in masses and 
undefined outling. Pverything should be 
rather carelessly disposed, and over all! 
should hang an air of comfort, somewhat of 
seclusion and yet one of sufficiency without 
“finish.” 

Wild gardens should be informal in out- 
line, and a rough or broken topography will 


lend strongly to desirable effects. A can- 
yon, wash, hollow, any rough and unfin- 
ished piece of ground will make an ad- 


mirable and attractive site. A little water, 
preferably running, or a pond will help ma- 
terially. In California, where such a gar- 
den may be visited and enjoyed every day 
of the year, we should have many. Our 
native vegetation will allow the veriest 
minimum of care and vet produce leaf and 
flower and perennial results throughout all 
seasons. In this climate wild gardens 
should prove of greater value and attrac- 
tiveness than elsewhere, for it is essen- 
tially a style most peculiarly suited to our 
needs—a really natural California product. 
4irst Year’s Pruning. 


HtIS week we illustrate how the tree,

planting. The tree was topped at ten feet 
high and each branch was left a stub of 
six inches to a foot long. 

The 


proper time to prune these trees 
(the Silver Wattle) is during spring. Im- 
mediately thereafter it starts out with a 


vigorous growth, and upon this growth are 
soon set the buds for the next spring's crop 
of blossoms. If pruning is done later, a 


shorter season is left for growth, the flower 
prop will be cut away, and the tree trunk 
may be uncovered just before a hot spell 
which would badly scorch the tender bark. 

None of the branches are cut off close 
to the trunk the first year for the reason 
that they are needed to grow shade for the 
trunk, to avoid sun-scald of the tender bark. 
After another summer's growth the bark 
on the base of the trunk wil have become 
much thicker, tougher and somewhat 
rough. If lower branches are in the way 
they may be pruned off with a small-toothed 
sharp saw, just as close to the trunk as one 


may cut this fall; a clean smooth cut, 
with a little paint put on it, will quickly 
heal over. 


All the cuts on tree shown were 
painted as soon as pruned, and while this 
is excellent practice, it is by no means nec- 
essary. 

If this season's growth rivals that of the 
past season, the branches will all grow ten 
or more feet in length, as this is a very vig- 
orous and responsive tree. Next spring, 
after the flowers have faded, all branches 
up to at least six feet above the surface of 
the soil should be cut away. Even now

Encourage Bulbous Growth. 


O NOT stop watering bulb beds when 
tops turn yellow, but keep soil moist 
until all tops are dead. Some intelligence 
must be used in following this advice. 
With gladiolus of all sorts watering should 


stop when tops turn yellow, but this stage 
is not reached for some time after bloom- 
ing, and in. the meantime new corms, or 


‘bulbs, and also bulblets or multipliers, are 


growing. A few tops will doubtless die 


from a disease which is quite prevalent this 
year, but this must not be taken as sign of 
dormancy. 


Other bulbs now just past blooming, as 
Spanish iris, for example, wil: very quickly 
lose their tops after flowering. No risk is 
run by constant watering for a month yet. 
In like manner watering of daffodil or nar- 
cissus beds may be still longer maintained 
-‘thout harm te the bulbs. On the con- 
trary, such watering will prove an aid to 
development of bulbs. The only danger 
comes from lack of dra‘nage, and all beds 
for bulbs should be provided with excellent 
drainage or good flowers cannot be grown. 
Many leave all the sorts of bulbs mentioned 
in the soil year after year, watering soil all 
the time, and still the bulbs live from year 
to year.

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Alkmaar, the Great Cheese Market of North Holland 


By Mary Richards Gray. 


DUTCH INDUSTRY . 
LKMAAR is the great cheese market 
A of North Holland. In quaint old Alk- 
maar on market Fridays as mang as 
100,000 of the much prized Edam cheeses 
are handied. As a matter of fact, 
Market Friday might be termed Mar- 
ket Thursday so much of the work that 
makes possible expeditious business on Fri- 
day is done on Thursday and during the 
night intervening. From all parts of the 
province round about in quaint old cagts 
and canal boats and quainter costumes come 
the farmers with the products of their won- 
derful dairies to --~ke leisurely prey *rations 
and secure advantageous places for the cru- 
cial hour on Friday, which, excepting Sun- 
day, is the most important day of the week. 
Then the villagers and peasantry, arrayed 
in the distinctive garbs of their own par- 
ticular countryside, turn out in numbers. 
On market day it is not sinful to stand 
around the street, watch the bustle and ex- 
citement, visit, and pass the ners around. 
Besides every good housewife, the while she 
lends eyes and ears to the diversions of 
the hour, also makes use of the preci*"s 
minutes by knitting. If the day is cloudy or 
cold, the restaurants offer good cheer along 
with bre and cheese. Up to the very hour 
the market opens one gets little idea of 
modern business done after modern meth- 
ods; then having seen it one gasps and won- 
ders if what he has seen can be reality. 
The big, square opening on a broad canal 
running through the town serves for the 
market, and it is given over wholly to 
cheese. It is commodious, stone paved, im- 
maculately clean. On two sides are tall 
buildings. The Weigh House, which domi- 
nates the square and the town as well, with 
its 20,000 population, occupies the third. 
Once it was the Church of the Holy Ghost, 
but was remodeled for its present utilitarian 
purpose in 1582 and furnished with its tall 
tower and carillon with moving figures a 
few years later. And whether the price of 
cheese is up or down, regardless of wind and 
weather, year in and out, the bells chime 
dance tunes, hymns, or a wedding march 
with careless disregard of surroundings. 
On the well-scrubbed pavement each

BEWARE THE MOTH. 
Blotting Paper and Turpentine. 


[Washington Star:] Blotting paper well 
saturated with turpentine is good to put in 
drawers among furs and _  bedclothes, or 
wnoerever there is any danger of moths 
working their depredations. It can also 
be put along the edges of carpets. The 
following is a dainty preventive: Take 
one-fourth of an ounce each of ground 
cloves and caraway seed, one ounce of 
aried common salt, one-half a pound of lav- 
ender flowers free from the stalk, and one- 
ha:if ounce each of dried thyme and mint. 
mix well together, and put in cambric or 
silk bags. These scent bags placed among 
ciothes will keep 
give a delightful odor. 

Pleasant Odors Effective. 


Allowing castoff clothing or pieces of 
cloth to accumulate in a promiscuous heap 
is an invitation to moths. Have such 
things brushed free from dust and then 
cleaned and packed away. Camphor, moth 
balls, ete., keep moths away because they 
object to the odor, but if moths are already 
present the things named do not prevent 
their hatching out. The odor of cedar is as 
much a protection against moths as is that 
of ill-smelling moth balls, and is far more 


agreeable. Moths do not like the odor.

There are hundreds of islands in Lake 
Titicaca. They are the tops of partially 
submerged mountains, the peaks of the 
Andes that are here up to their necks in 
the water. Most of the islands have hill- 
sides covered with farms; There are many 
Indian huts. In places the hills are ter- 
raced so that they form great steps run- 
ning around with the curving shores of the

lake and covered with patches of potatoes, 
quinua and barley. 

Upon these islands are ruins of the old 
Inca civilization. The Island of Titicaca 
or as it is called the Island of the Sun, was) 
where the first Inca appeared. 
that the sun dropped down upon earth the 


first representative of civilized man, and 
from there he directed this man, Manco | 
Capac, and Mama Oello, his wife, to take | 


gave them and go forth 
and found a great city where it should sink | 
into the earth. The Quichua Indians still | 
reverence that island; 
there today the ruins of the temples of the 
Incas, the walls of which were bedded in 
gold. 

Titicaca Island .was especially holy. The 
Indians looked upon it as a garden of Eden 
and thought that the grain grown upon it 
was blessed by the sun. They brought soil 
from the mainland to build up its. terraces, 
and the corn grown upon it was considered 
so precious that it sanctified and preserved 
all other grains. Therefore it was carried 
about over the country, and small portions 
of it were put in the public warehouses. It 
was also said that a man who could have 
as much as one grain of Titicaca Island 
corn in his storehouse would not lack for 
food during his lifetime. On this island is 
still shown the rock where Manco Capac 
and his sister wife stepped when they 


dropped down from the sky. They were, 
you know, the Adam and Eve of the Incas, 
to whom this rock was more sacred than 


Plymouth Rock is to us.

The Lake Titicaca of today is more in- 
teresting than the traditional lake of the 
past. It is now the half-way station on one 
of the chief high roads of traffic from the 
capital of Bolivia out to the ocean and 
northward to the Panama Canal. Right 
here at Guaqui they are now unloading 
flour from California. That flour has come 
up the Andes and over the lake, and it is

ers always run full, and that during his last 
trip he carried 120,000 pounds of tin across 
to Puno on its way to the sea. On our 
steamer we had rolls of paper from the 
United States for the dailies of the Bolivian 
capital, and also the boiler of a railroad 
locomotive destined for an interior railroad. 

The greater part of the freight of Bolivia 
is now going this way out to the ocean. 
The distance from La Paz to Mollendo on 
the Pacific is about 500 miles, and the pas- 
senger trip from one place to the other 
costs just $20. There is an additional 
charge for the chair car from Mollendo to 
Lake Titicaca. The trip can now be made 
very comfortably and within considerably 
less than two days. The first stage of the 
journey is to Arequipa, whose altitude is 
about that of Mexico City. Here one stays 
over night. The next stage is an all-day 
ride, during which you cross a pass almost 


' to keep the water from splashing in. Many 


three miles in height, and then slide down 
to Lake Titicaca, where you are still over | 
12,800 feet above the sea. The third stage 


I doubt whether there is a journey 
on earth that will show as great a variety 
of travel and so much magnificent scenery. 

Added to this is the side trip to Cuzco. | 
That is one of the wonder tours of the age. 
It requires two or three days additional, 
but it is well worth it, and when our canal ' 
is completed it will be undertaken by thou- 
sands of American tourists. 


It seems strange to think of hunting and 
fishing in these bleak regions of the high 
Andes. Nevertheless, this is one of the 
game preserves of the continent. I am told 
that there are millions of ducks that fre- 
quent these lakes. I saw thousands from 
the deck of my steamer as I rode across it. 
There wefe teal, snipe and mud hens, and 
several other varieties of wild fowl, all so 
close that I could have shot them with my 
revolver. One of the chief hunting resorts 
is at the mouth of the Desaguadero River, 
and I am told that the Americans who live 
in La Paz frequently go there to hunt, and 


,steamer now in 


that they bring back all the way from 800 | 
to 1800 ducks at one trip. There is plenty | 
of deer in the mountains near the lake and | 
other fine hunting. 

Titicaca has some fish, but none game 
enough to attract sportsmen. Horace G. 
Knowles, our former Minister to Bolivia, 
has taken up the stocking of the lake with 
new varieties, and our fish commission ex- 
pects to send hvre the spawn and young of 
some of our lake trout, whitefish and river 
salmon. The Bolivian government is inter- 
ested in the matter, and it may be that 
these high waters will eventually be popu- 
lated with the best of our finny tribes. 

As it is now Titicaca has two varieties 
that are especially fine. One is a little fish 
with an oily flesh that is almost boneless. 
Another is somewhat like the sardine, rang- 
ing in size from six or eight inches to that 
of a whitebait. This is called the bogus. 
It runs in great schools and is caught by 
the Indians in nets, much like herring. 
These fish are cured by means of ovens 
built of the little bowlders gathered from 
the shores of the lake. The ovens are 
heated with the droppings of the llamas. as 
fuel until they are red hot. They are then 
thrown down and the fish are built up in 
layers of hot stones. First there is a layer 
of hot stones and then a layer of fish. Next 
comes a second layer of hot stones and then 
a second layer of fish. The pile goes on 
upward until the whole catch is one mass 
of steaming flesh. After the fish are thor- 
oughly cured they are carried on the backs 
of llamas to La Paz and other faraway 
markets. 


The boats now used by the natives upon 
Lake Titicaca are called balsas. They are 
exactly the same as those which were here 
when the Spaniards conquered the country, 
shortly after Columbus discovered Amer- 
ica. They are made of certain reeds that 
grow near the shores in the bed of the 
lake. These reeds reach a height of ten 
or twelve feet, and a thickness of a man’s 
finger. They are gathered by going out in 
a boat and using a long pole to which a 
knife is attached. This is thrust down to 
the root of the reed, so that it cuts the 
reed free from the bed of the lake. The 
reeds are carried to the shore and there 
bound with strings of long grass into rolls 


of the balsas are so large that donkeys, 
llamas and mules are ferried in them from 
port to port about the lake, and even across 
the lake from one side to the other. The 
boats are propelled by sails made of reeds. 
They are also pushed through the water by 
poles from ten to twenty feet long. When 
far oift from the shore and there is no wind 
stirring, the Indians use the poles as pad- 
dies; but where the water is shallow they 
shove the boat along from the bottom. 

The balsa reeds have a pith full of cells 
like the stem of the banana. They are light 
when dry, but after they have been in use 
about six months they become water 
soaked. In this case the boats are no 
longer safe. They are torn to pieces and 
the reeds are dried and used for roofing 
the mud huts that form the homes of the 
people. The reeds are also used for mak- 
ing bridges, ropes and baskets. They are 
almost as important to the Titicacans as 
the bamboo is to the Chinese. 


The boat on which | crossed Lake oo) 
caca is named the Yavari. It is the oldest 
the service. It was only 
150 tons, but it can make seven miles per) 
hour. It has fairly good accommodations 


for passengers, and its little staterooms are 


well ventilated and comfortable. 

There are two other passenger steamers 
on the lake, the largest of which 
Inca, a ship of 800 tons. The vessels leave 
Puno at about 7 o'clock in the evening, and 
arrive at Guaqui at 9 or 10 o'clock the next 
morning. The fare is $8.20 gold. The cap- 
tain and the purser are Peruvians, and the 
sailors are Indians. 

All of these little steamers were made in 
Europe. They were sent here knocked 
down, the parts being carried across the 
Atlantic, and through the Strait of Magellan 
into the Pacific. From the strait they were 
taken up the western side of that ocean to 
Mollendo, Peru, and thence across the 
Andes on the railroad to Puno, the Peruvian 
port on the lake. There the boats were 
rebuilt, and put into the service. 

The first boat was put on Lake Titicaca 
before the days of the railroad, being car- 
ried up the steep mountains on the backs 
of men and mules. The Yavari uses Eng- 
lish coal that is brought thousands of miles 
through the two oceans and lifted by the 
railroad over the Andes to Puno, costing, I 
venture, something like $50’per ton.

Stone quarries in the lower Amazon Dasin 
are nonexistent, and the headwaters of this 
great river, where it would doubtless be 
possible to locate quarries, are not only 
practically unexplored but are also guarded 
by many tribes of hostile Indians. 

No one has yet been found who will 
brave these dangers for the sake of the 
despised cobblestone. Asphalt or crude oil 
is unsuitable for paving the thoroughfare 
‘of tropical cities because of the intense 
heat. The city of Para, situated near the 
mouth of the Amazon, is the largest user 
of Portuguese paving stones. This metrop- 
olis lies almost on the equator and is the 
chief rubber seus of Brazil. |

Cross the Gulf of Mexico and the Caribbean 
Sea: twist your way in and out among the 
high peaks of the Andes, through Colom- 
bia, Ecuador and Peru; then descend just 
500 feet, and you are at Guaqui, Bolivia, on 
the shores of Lake Titicaca, the highest 
body of water that is now traversed by a 
steamer. You are farther up in the air 
than the top of Fujiyama, Japan. You are 
more than twice as high as Mt. Washing- 
ton, and less than 1500 feet below the top 
of Pike's Peak. You are on the shores of 
an inland sea almost half as big as Lake 
Erie, and in plain sight of a snow-clad wall 
of extinct volcanoes, some of which are 
nearer to heaven than any point on the 
North American continent. Much of the 
high plateau that borders the two sides of 
the lake is 13,000 feet above sea level, and 
the lake itself is more than 12,500. Mt. 
Sorati, at one end of the ragged wall of 
glaciers in front of you, is more than 22,000 
feet high; and the glaciers on Mt. Ililmani 
are so tall and so steep they have never 
been climbed. As I stand here on the 
shores of the lake I seem to be on the 
very roof of the world, and as I ride over 
the waters | feel as though, if I climbed 
up their shores, I would drop off into 
space. 


I came to Lake Titicaca from Cuzco, rid- 
ing for 200 miles on the railroad through 
the high valley between the Andean ranges. 
The whole way | was in plain sight of 
mountains, some of which rose two miles 
above me, and | could look over pampas, 
the sod of which was as smooth as that of 
the lawn in front of your dwelling. These 
high Andean plains, which are so far above 
the sea that twenty-six Washington Monu- 
ments resting one on top of another would 
not reach to their altitude, were covered 
with sheep, alpacas and llamas, and spotted 
with the mud huts of the Indians. The lat- 
ter part of the journey was over plains 
that once formed a part of the bed of the 
lake, and | crossed many.streams that were 
winding their way down into it.

Inca race haa its beginning, I saw one 
where a depth of 2000 feet has been 
reached, In landing upon the Island of the 
Sun one has to throw the anchor of his 
boat on the rocks of the shore, for the lake 
is so deep at that point that the grappling 
heoks cannot reach bottom. 

Think of a body of water almost as big 
as Lake Geneva rising and falling under 
the winds. Let it be more than 300 miles 
inland from the Pacific and more than two 
miles and a half above the level of the 
ocean, upon a basin which, next to Tibet, 
is the loftiest inhabited plateau of the 
world. Remember that you must cross a 
mighty desert and climb one of the highest 
railroad passes on earth to get to it, and 
you have some idea of Lake Titicaca and 
its sister, Pampa Aullagas. You must add 
that the waters are fed by the Andean gla- 
ciers, for although the region has a slight 
rainfall, the greater part of the lake comes 
from the melting snow and ice of the moun- 
tain brought down by the rivers. 


) 


I have written much of the skies of the 
Andes as seen from the pampas and desert. 
Those that cover Lake Titicaca have also 
other beauties that are peculiarly their 
own. The clouds rise from the shores like 
walls, fitting into a vault of heavenly blue, 
so that you seem to be shut off from the 
rest of the world. The scenes change 
every moment. The fleecy white masses 
are blown this way and that by the winds 
from the pampas. At times great storms 
come up. We had a rain last night just be- 
fore the sun set, and a mighty bow of all 
colors seemed to rise from the mountains, 
spanning the lake, and to lose itself in the 
mountains bordering upon it. As I looked 
I thought of the vast treasure vaults of the 
Andes and the gold that may really lie at 
the two ends of that rainbow.

One of the Britishers, has come within a thousand miles of prov- 


ing any point against him. When a politi 
cal mountebank, misled by prejudice follow- 
ing the clamor of the ignorant mob, fixed a 
fine on the Rockefeller oil industries unpre 
cedented in its enormous injustice, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States very 
quickly reversed his judgment. 

The Eagle was discussing this incident 
years ago with a friend, and remarking that 
K. M. Landis, the judge, was born a fool 
and couldn't help it, his father having been 
one before him, the hearer said: “Why do 
you say that?” And he said: “Just look 
up what the initials of the judge's name 
stand for and you'll know.” 

There is one query in the tribute paid to 
Mr. Rockefeller by Elbert Hubbard that for 
nearly a month has been interesting the 
Eagle's mind. He asks if Rockefeller were 
greater than, less, or equal to Napoleon 
Bonaparte. As the Eagle remembers the 
passage the decision is a negative one, or 
against Mr. Rockefeller. With every dis- 
position to grant the mental capacity of Mr. 
Hubbard, the Eagle takes the liberty of dif- 
fering from him. His admiration of Bona- 
parte’s mental ability is as great as that of 
Mr. Hubbard or perhaps any other man, and 
his estimate of the great general's moral 
character is a good deal lower than that of 
many people. 

There is at Brussels, the capital of Bel- 
gium, a museum given to the city by an 
artist whose home it was, and whose studio 
is the museum. This dead artist's name 
is Wuertz, and in the museum is a painting 
about six feet tall and ten wide which rep 
resents Napoleon Bonaparte arriving in the 
domain of His Satanic Majesty, and multi- 
tudes of the denizens of that doleful region 
rise up with wild eyes, disheveled, stream- 
ing hair, bloodshot lips and flaming cheeks, 


with arms uplifted, bailing the great con 
queror to his eternal punishment with 
screams of derision and roars of hatred. 
That is about the estimate of Napoleon's 
moral character held by many who Ileok 
upon the work he accomplished in the 
world. it is an extreme judgment, and un- 
doubtedly not justified by the facts—not en 
tirely so. 


In estimating human capacity the war 
genius is elevated too high in the minds of 
most people. Genius for war is not a rare 
human gift, but somewhat common. Ther 
are a dozen great generals in the world of 
history compared with one great orator, ora- 
tory being perhaps the rarest of all gifts. 

As a warrior John D. Rockefeller would 
have very little chance against the genius 
of the “Little Corsican.” As a statesman, 
had Rockefeller turned his attention to that 
branch of human achievement, what reason 
is there to suppose he would have fallen be- 
hind the most distinguished men of that 
class in history? Business is the predom?- 
nant occupation of men in our time, and in 
the Eagle's mind there is room for a great 
deal of question as to the comparative ca- 
pacity of men like John Pierpont Morgan, 
John D. Rockefeller and H. E. Harriman, 
held up in parallel lines with that of men 
like Lord Roberts, Kitchener, and Napoleon 
Bonaparte. The Eagle confesses that this 
discussion is somewhat like comparing the 
beauty of the rose with that of the lily, and 
yet there is a predilection in the minds of 
many for the rose over the lily. So while it 
is difficult to compare men whose lives are 
spent in entirely dissimilar occupations, 
there is a substratum of fact on which to 
base such a comparison.

The Way You Walk. 


If you walk erect, or if you slouch for- 
ward, it reveals the habits of your youth. 
If you lean backward, it may be the result 
of a spinal curvature, or it may be an in- 
herited action. If you lean forward and 
have to keep stepping to prevent yourself 
falling it is the result of weak muscles of 
the back, and probably a bad habit in the 
\past. Anyway whichever way you walk now 
it is probably the easiest way, and it would 
be an effort for you to change it. Neverthe- 
less in many cases it would be in the inter- 
est of health if a proper carriage were main- 
tained. 

The proper way to stand is erect, not lean- 
ing backward, but just slightly forward from 
a perpendicular, with the abdomen well 
drawn in. The proper way to walk is lean- 
ing forward enough so that it becomes nec- 
essary to advance the feet to prevent fall- 
ing, no more, no less. 

Children begin to get their curves wrong 
wheh they are very young. The older they 
get the greater their error in posture. At 
12 years of age the skeleton becomes ossi- 
fied, and after that it is not so easy to cor- 
rect their errors of posture as it was pre- 
viously. With care, change can be brought 
about between the ages of 12 and 16, but 
after that few will be persistent enough to 
overcome the defects from their previous_ 
bad habits, so that it is extremely impor- 
tant that attention should be paid to this 
matter during the early years. 

Many times children will copy the habits 
of their parents in the matter of posture, 
sometimes because of inherited structural 
deformity and other times from natural dis- 
position to copy what their parents do. 
Frequently the school desk is largely re- 
sponsible for improper curves in the back. 
The seat may be too high, or too far away 
from the desk, or too near, or the light may 
be so that itt requires the child to twist 


about, and if there be a poorly-developed 
muscular system curves in the back will be 


started before either the child or the parent 
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California Fruit Crops. 


ENERALLY speaking, the fruit crops of 
G California this year are excellent both 

in quantity and quality. The citrus- 
fruft crop leads all, and of this shipments 
for the season to date run over 30,000 car- 
loads, The Valencia crop is beginning to 
move and is estimated at 10,000 carloads, 
With leavings of other varieties and lemons 
added, the output for the year should run 
to 45,000 carloads. The total crop value of 
California for the current year is estimated 
at $476,000,000, of which the orchards will 
stand for about 
crop is estimated at $35,000,000, green de- 
ciduous at $18,000,000, dried $15,000,000, 
canned $12,500,000, and the rest of the sum 
is made up of olives, nuts and miscellaneous 
orchard products. The citrus fruit has 
prought fairly good prices in the eastern 
markets, and just now the canners of the 
State are competing sharply with the ship- 
pers for the deciduous-fruit crop, excepting 
peaches, which are very plentiful and sell- 
ing very cheap. A good deal of this crop 
will go to the dryers and furnish excellent 
fruit food for eastern consumers during the 
winter at a low price. Bartlett pears are 
bringing as much as $50 a ton, and apricots 
up to $40 a ton. 


Protection Against Floods. 

BOUT once in every three to five years 

Southern California is visited with tor- 
rential rains which overfiow the river banks 
and do vast damage to farm and other prop- 
erty. The streams of Southern California 
are few, and ample protection should be pro- 
vided at once against these destructive 
floods. The Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors is now wrestling with the prob- 
lem of protecting the county from the over- 
flow of the Los Angeles River and its main 
confluent, the Arroyo Seco, and the San 
Gabriel River, the second largest stream in 
Southern California. The principal stream 
of the section is the Santa Ana, and it is 
below the pass at Yorba that this stream 
becomes most destructive in flood time. 
Mast south of the point referred to that 
stream has broken out at tirces for hundreds 
of years, forming a wash of a very danger- 
ous character between Anaheim and Fuller- 
ton. The people of Anaheim have taken 
the matter up, and are considering a plan 
of protecting their property from this kind 
of destruction by the construction of a dike 
along the west bank of the Santa Ana River 
from the Santa Fe bridge at Yorba to Olive. 


Better Postoffice Service. 

HE Federal government has had an in- 

spector in the mail service going over 
Southern California, with the result that 
better service is to be given at several 
points, particularly in Imperial county. At 
El Centro the receipts throvgh the post- 
office for the year ended March 31 showed 
an increase of 54 per cent. over the pre 
vious twelve-months period. At Hemet, 
Calexico and Holtville the offices are to be 
raised to second class, with a salary of 
$2000 for the postmaster and three clerks 
It will take seven clerks to 
serve the office at El Centro. At Holtvilte 
the receipts for the year defined above were 
$9587, compared with $7152 for the previous 
year and $6094 for the year before that. 
The receipts at Calexico for the year were 
$8713, compared with $6513 for the previous 
year and $5799 for the year before that. At 
Brawley, two more clerks are to be added, 
while Date City and Calipatria,. new towns, 
are to have postoffices of their own. The 
inspector expressed great astonishment at 
the wonderful development of the valley.

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The Cause of Neuralgia.

7 neuralgia, and yet not one person in a mil- 


lion probably ever stops to think what the 


word atually means. A compound from the 
Greek root neuron (nerve) and algos (pain) 
the person who has neuralgia believes it is 
true to its derivation, whether or not it is 
just as applicable to painsin other parts of 
the body. So far as the word goes, it is 
just as applicable to a pain in the knee as 
in the head. 

The pain of neuralgia is evidence that 
something has happened to the aching 
nerve. It may be the result of pressure on 
the nerve or irritation from anemia, poison- 
ing, strain, loss of sleep, gout, kidney dis- 
tempers, or even a broken bone, a mass of 
scar tissue, a swollen gland, a muscle 
spasm, a growth or the dislocation of a 
joint. Things that you may have eaten, or 
poisons taken into the system may be the 
cause, 
te any impingement of the nerve; if not, 
then you want to change your habits of liv- 
ing. Any drugs that may be taken will also 
act upon all the other nerves of the body 
equally with the ones that are giving pain, 
so that they should never be employed un-

else tried has failed. The nutrition of the 
body is the one thing essential. 

“Nerves” is evidence that the body's 
health has been neglected, and of course 
the nerves have suffered to an equal extent, 
and may show their neglect more than the 
body. Foods containing phosphates are 
needed in the daily menu, and attention 
should be paid to exercise of the body in 
the open air. You won't have nerves if you 
treat the body right.

Electrifying Schoo! Children. 


{New York Tribune: ] School authorti- 
ties in Stockholm, Sweden, have been ex- 
perimenting with apparent success on the 
effect of electricity on the minds of pupils. 


A similar experiment has been started in. 


New York under thie name of “The Electri- 
fied Schoolroom to Brighten Dull Pupils.” 

The Stockholm method was to take two 
lots of fifty school children each, averaging 
the same age and physical condition, and to 
put them in rooms exactly alike, to all ap- 
pearances, One room, however, has insu- 
lated wires cleverly concealed in its walls. 
Not even the teacher knew what had been 
done. The atmosphere of that room was 
impregnated with delicate electrical waves 
every day for six months.

“The children in the magnetized room in- 
creased in stature two and one-half inches; 
those in the unmagnetized room increased 
but one and one-fourth inches. The former 
also grew heavier than the latter. 

“Those exposed to the electrical rays av- 
eraged 92 per cent. in their school work; 
those in the other room averaged but 72 per 
cent- fifteen pupils in the electrified room 
were marked 100 per cent.

Sleeping Back-Upward 
SUCH A PRACTICE SAID TO BE 
ADVANTAGEOUS. 


By Edward B. Warman, i. M. 


It seems to be the consensus of opinion 
among medical men and those who have 
made a special study of the anatomy and 
physiology of the body that there are ad- 
Vantages gained by sleeping back-upward— 
or hearly so. Let us consider the subject 
in its various relations as regards health— 
and health means longevity. 

In the first place, the circulation is cer- 
tainly better with the viscera downward 
and the weight thereof off the great aorta 
artery, which carries the blood from the 
heart, and the large venacavas, which carry 
it back to the heart again. These large ves- 
sels lie against the vertebral column and 
behind the heart, stomach, liver, intestines, 
uterus and bladder. Therefore, when lying 
on the back, these heavy organs press upon 
these vessels and naturally retard the cir- 
culation, and throw more work on the heart 
all night. 


For many years I have cautioned my pu- 


pils about going to sleep on the back 
whether at night or in the daytime, and 


meal. In many cases it has proved fatal. 
It is likely to cause nightmare in conse- 
quence of the interference with the circu- 
lation. A nightmare is nature's last resort 
to save you. This it does by making the

Were the dream a pleasant one 
you might pass on to your eternal sleep.

That's the nature of 
The temporary pressure on the 
vertebral column probably removes the 
nerve pressure, thus relieving the tension.

Man is the only animal that sleeps on his 
back. If you survey the whole field of the 
lower animals having a vertebral column of 
bones the same as man, you will not, I 
think, find one that sleeps on its back—ex- 
cept the sloth which sleeps clinging to the 
branches of the trees with its back down- 
ward; in fact, this is hardly an exception, 
as it does not have any pressure on the 
back, The dog, the cat, the horse, the cow 

all of them sleep on the right abdominal 
side. They never fail to seek this position 
every time they seek repose. 

Sleep is nature's provision for rest and 
repair; hence the importance of correct po- 
sition. It has been remarked by physicians 
that old people when lying on their backs 
a few days prior to their death do not, as a 
rule, die of the disease that brought them 
to their bed, but in consequence of an effu- 
sion of serum from the blood into the de- 
pendent cavities, due to a, retarded circula- 
tion of the blood. You mby have observed 
that in hospitals, under intelligent manage- 
ment, such patients are made to change 
their positions frequently, when practicable 


to do so, to avold this stagnation of the 
blood. | 

Women, especially, suffer by sleeping on 
their backs because of the pressure of the 
,rectum and intestines on the left ovarian 
vein that lies behind them on the psoas 
muscle. This vein makes a right-angled 
turn where it empties into the large renal 
vein which empties the kidney on that side. 
This anatomical fact is the reason why 
women complain of more pains on the left 
side than on the right. Any pressure on th‘s 
small, long ovarian vein is sure to cause 
congestions of the left ovary as well as the 
uterus. But by lying on the right abdomt- 
‘nal side, the loaded rectum hangs in its 
peritoneal sac away from this vein and the 
best possible freedom to the circulation in 
these parts is attained. 
The Correct Position for Sleeping. 


The body should rest on the right side of 
the chest and abdomen, with the left arm 
extended at full length along the upper side 
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of the body, the right arm and the Ilieft

The head rests on the right cheek, and the 
right leg should be fully extended. When 
tried it will be found to be the most restful 
position that one can possibly take, and 
no one will experience any discomfort what- 
ever in lying in this position for a number 
of hours. This is the position to which I 
once referred as lying on one’s liver—your 
own liver. There is no harm to change for 
a short time to the left side, but it will 
usually be of short duration, as the anatomi- 
cal structures in the chest and abdomen 
call for sleeping on the liver, or right chest 
and abdomen, and thus, also, avoid crowd- 
ing the heart. Therefore, to comply with 
the demands of nature, we should attempt 
to assume those positions at all times that 
will allow of the greatest freedom of each 


organ to perform its functions with the 
least possible restriction, friction or  hin- 
drance. 


As a rule, patients recover more rapidly 
if allowed to sleep face downward as de- 
scribed. When they assume this position I 
am informed that they rest easier, have less 
pain, and recover sooner. This recalls to 
my mind the case of 1 doctor who had ty- 
phoid fever. He claimed that by resting on 
the right side of his chest and abdomen— 
on his liver—he had less aggravated symp- 
toms in the bowels, and in many other re- 
spects was benefited, and his return to 
health was more speedy. 


Other Benefits Gained. ~~ 


Constipation, that terrible foe to nealth, 
which seems to be an almost universal trou- 
ble, especially among women, may be 
traced, in part, to improper positions during 
sleep. While sleeping on the back-—in case 
of a heavy, inflamed uterus and an ever-fill- 
ing bladder, the tendency is for them to 
gravitate downward upon the rectum, thus 
cutting off the circulation and at the same 
time paralyzing the nerves of the secretory 
glands, and thereby stopping the flow of 
fluids in the rectum that, otherwise, would 
produce easy evacuations. But when as- 
suming the position of the face downward, 
these heavy organs gravitate away from the 
rectum, givi the free circulation nature 
intended, thus avoiding the paralyzing of 
the nerves by\_undue and unnecessary 
pressure. 
Better digestion is also assured when 
sleeping face downward, especially if one 
retires with undigested food in the stomach. 
When sleeping On the back, the full stom- 
ach or partially filled stomach is resting 
upon the great solar plexus that lies just 
back of it. When this large mass of nerves 

nearly as large as one’s hand—is pressed 
upon or irritated, digestion is disturbed, re- 
tarded and, in some cases, stopped. Sour 
stomach, gas and heart-burn usually result, 
to say nothing of insomnia and bad dreams. 

Sounder sleep is also the result of the 
correct position. Why? Because with the 
face downward, the blood, in coming from 
the brain, all collects at the back of the 
head just inside of the skull, at a place 
called torcular herophili. But when sleep- 
ing face downward, the flow of the blood 
from this point is downward and, therefore, 
freely drains the blood from the brain: 
hence, the sleep is sound, restful, recupera- 
tive, and the dreams, if any, are pleasant. 
The prevention of snoring, also, may be 
considered under the benefits to be derived 
from a correct sleeping position. This noc- 
turnal songster—sometimes songstress- 
which never receives an encore from a lis- 
tening audience of one or more, may be— 
and should be—eliminated from the pro- 
gramme. 


As snoring is caused largely by the 
tongue falling back into the pharynx dur-
